Emperor William remained 
Seated during the reading of the Chinese 
address. Afterwards, however, he relax- 
ed his stern demeanor and welcomed the 
envoy courteousl’ and subsequently, ac- 
companied by his adjutant, he called upon 
Prince Chun at the Orangery. T.ater in 
the evening the emperor, Prince Chun 
and a dozen members of the expiatory 
mission took tea on an island in the 
Havel. 

Expiation for Foul Crime. 
The emperor had evidently arranged the 


entire ceremony with a view of impress-. 


ing Prince Chun with the feeling that the 
ceremony meant expiation for a foul 
crime, and that only through expiation 
had Prince Chun acquired the right to be 
treated with princely honors. Not until 
after the ceremony did the atmosphere 
change.

In the meantime six Chinese dignitaries 
of the highest rank who were halted in 
the ante room remained there perfectly 
motionless and speechless, awaiting 
Prince Chun’s return with evident 
anxiety.

Prince Chun visited the Mausoleum at 
Friedenskirche today and placed 
wreaths on the tombs of the emperor and 
Empress Frederick. 

Emperor William received Prince Chun 
at noon in the presence of the royal 
princes, Baron von Richthofen, the for- 
eign secretary, the principal ministers 
and generals and the court dignitaries. 
The prince read a letter written in yel- 
low ink to the emperor. 

The following is the text of the let- 
ter: 

“The Great Emperor of the Chinese Em- 
pire to His Majesty, the Great German 
Emperor, Greeting: Ever since the em- 
pires have been mutually represented by 
permanent legations, we have stood un- 
Interrupted in friendly relationship with 
one another, especially since the visit 
of Prince Henry, whom I had the privi- 
lege of receiving frequently and treat- 
in~ with on intimate terms. Unfortunate- 
ly, in the fifth month of last year, the 
boxers rebelliously penetrated into Pekin 
and the soldiers joined them. The result 
was the murder of your majesty's min- 
ister, Baron von Ketteler, a man who, 
as long as he occupied his post at Pekin, 
paid careful attention to the interests 
of our countries and to whom we are 
bound to pay our special acknowledg- 
ments. We regret most deeply. that 
Baron von Ketteler met so-’terrible an 
end among us. The fact that we were 
not in a position to take due protective 
measures was painful to our sense of 
responsibility. It was this feeling of 
responsibility which prompted us_ to 
erect a monument on the spot, as a sign 
that the crimé should not remain unex- 
piated. 
China’s Humble Apology. 

“Further we have sent to Germany, 
with this letter, the Imperial Prince Chun 
Tsai Fong, h@dading a special mission. 
Prince Chun, our own brother, will as- 
gure your majesty how deeply the events 
of the past year have grieved us and 
how deeply feelings of penitence and 
shame still animate us. Your majesty 
gent your troops from a far distance, put 
down the boxer rebellion and restored 
peace for the welfare of our nation. We 
have, therefore, commanded Prince Chun 
to express personally to your majesty 
our thanks for your efforts in promot- 
ing peace. We cherish the hope that 
your majesty’s indignation will be re- 
placed by the old friendship. That the 
relations between our empires will be 
even more extensive and of a more in- 
timate and beneficent character than 
hitherto is our firm assurance.” 

Prince Chun, in delivering the letter, 
said: 

“I am in a position to assure your 
majesty that the emperor, my most gra- 
cious master, stood aloof from _ these 
complications which brought misfortune 
upon China and loss and care upon 
Germany.- Nevertheless, in accordance 
with the customs of thousands of years,

London, September 4.—The Ecumenical 
Methodist conference opened in Wesleys 
chapel today with a good attendance. In 
the devotional exercises King Edward and 
President McKinley were prayed for.

ca, made the opening prayer and 
Bishop Galloway, of Jackson, Miss., 
preached an eloquent sermon, setting 
forth the aims of Methodists throughout 
the world and emphasizing the value of 
the tenets of John Wesley. Communion 
followed. The archbishop of Canterbury 
and the bishop of London sent friendly 
messages, the archbishop of Canterbury 
praying that God's blessing may rest on 
the deliberations. The bishop of London 
sent a similar message, but adding the 
hope that some day the Methodists will 
be reunited with ‘the Episcopalians. 

The most striking feature of the Ecu- 
menical conference was an impxssioned 
plea of the colored bishop, Walters, of 
Jersey City, who received the heartiest 
welcome of any of the American dele- 
gates. He declared that there was a sys- 
tematic effort on foot on the part of the 
white Americans to destroy the good 
opinion which the English people had of 
American negroes. He recapitulated the 
lynching figures of the year 1900 and de- 
clared that though ninety negroes were 
lynched, in only eleven cases had assault 
on white women been proved, 

“The English people have always been 
our. friends,’’ declared Bishop Walters. 
“You gave us a refuge and now, when 
We are struggling to improve ourselves, 
we look to you, our old-time friends, to 
give us sympathy and encouragement as 
you did in the past.” 

The bishop's asseverations of negro mo- 
rality elicited loud cheers from the Eng- 
lish part of tNhe audience, and several of 
the many southern delegates went out 
while others did not conceal 
agreement with the speaker, 

Another incident which attracted com- 
ment was:a declaration of Sir Charles 
Skelton, formerly mayor of Sheffield, 
who, in welcoming the Americans, se- 
verely criticised the war in South Africa, 
exclaiming, ‘‘Hell is let loose in South 
Africa.’’ He appealed to the visitors to 
go back and, by preaching and example, 
make such wars impossible. 

Bishop Hurst, of Washington, VD. C., 
dilated on the friendliness of the British 
and American nations and eonveyed to 
the delegates President McKinley's hearty 
good wishes for the success of the con- 
ference, which were cordially received. 
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to your majesty the most cordial feel- 
ings of the emperor, my illustrious mas- 
ter, toward your imperial majestv and 
the whole imperial family. I hope the 
passing cloud will only intensify the suc- 
ceeding sunshine and mutual friendship 
of the two great empires when they un- 
derstand the value of each other bet- 
er. 


Reply of the Kaiser. 


Emperor William, in reply, said: 

“It is no joyous or festive occasion, nor 
the fulfillment of a simple act of cour- 
tesy which brings your imperial high- 
ness to me; but a deeply melancholy 
and very serious event. My minister to 
the court of the emperor of China has 
been slain in the capital of China by the 
murderous weapons of an imperial Chi- 
nese soldier acting under superior com- 
mand, an unheard-of crime, which is 
branded as infamous by international 
law and the usages of all nations. From 
the mouth of your imperial highness I 
have just received an expression of the 
deep regret of the emperor of China. I 
readily believe your imperial brother per- 
sonaHy stood aloof from this crime and 
the subsequent acts of violence against 
the inviolable legations and peaceful for- 
eigners. All the greater the guilt rest- 
ing on his advisers and government. The 
latter must not delude themselves with 
the bé@lief that they are able to obtain 
atonement and pardon for their guilt by 
the expiatory mission alone. They will 
be oe aang ¢ their future conduct ifn at- 
cordance th the laws of nations. If 
the emperor of China conducts the gov-. 
ernment of his great empire. henceforth 
strictly in. the spirit of these prescrip- 
tions, then will his hopes fulfilled 
and the results of the complications of 
the past year will be overcome, and be- 
tween Germany and China, as formerly, 
peaceful and friendly relations will again 
prevail.

Fate of Boulevard and Peters 
Street Franchises Sealed for

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By a vote of 8 to 5, council sustained 
Mayor Mims’ veto of the Boulevard 
franchise at yesterday afternoon's ses- 
sion. 

Never in the history of local street rall- 
way affairs has a greater degree of in- 
terest been manifested than in the prob- 
able fate of this particular franchise. 
This interest ws born of the pregnant 
fact that upon council’s action depended 
the making or the elimination of a 
great issue in the coming municipal cam- 
paign. 

Briefly stated, the Boulevard franchise 
applied for by the Rapid Transit Com- 
pany had been granted by. council. In 
turn it had been vetoed by Mayor Mims. 
Upon council's action on this veto de- 
pended not only the fate of this par- 
ticular line, but the fate of the Peters 
street line, for the principle involved in 
the one was identical with that of the 
other. So great had been the interest 
in these two 
gps ede | 
vote’ one way or the other meant the 
bitterest of bitter contests or a com- 
paratively quiet campaign in the fall. 
At 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon the sit- 
uation confronting the city of Atlanta 
was this: If the mayor’s veto was 
over-ridden, the impending issue would 


| have been eliminated for the reason that 


the Boulevard line and the Peters street 
line would have been assured facts. If, 
on the contrary, the veto was sustained, 
{it meant that popular demand for these 
two lines, emphatic as it has been, would 
take definite shape in an effort to elect to 
council only those men who would undo 
what was considered the injustice of the 
present council. / 

The last named condition arose, and the 
fight is now on. From this day forth 
until the approaching primary it is safe 
to predict that each candidate who of- 
fers for election will be compelled to 
make known his views on this subject. 

The fight for control of the next coun- 
cil will be a strenuous one. On the 
one side will be arrayed those who open- 
ly advocate tHe granting of the Boule- 
vard and Peters street lines under condi- 
tions which the Rapid Transit Compa- 
ny will accept, and on the other will be 
the advocates of the twenty-one-year prin- 
ciple. The question of competition Will 
be put to a test in all its varying phases. 
It will be a campaign based solely on the 
subject of public utilities such as the 
south has never before seen. 

Surprises of the Vote. 

The vote onthe mayor's’ veto was 
fraught with seyeral surprises. 

Councilman Reed sprung one of them. 
He had previously voted for -both the 
Boulevard and Peters street franchises, 
which, as passed by council, contained 
the forty-eight-year time limit. In spite 
of this fact, he voted to sustain the mayor 
and spoke at some length in advocacy of 
a time limit of twenty-one years. 

Councilmen Glass and Minhinnett had 
not only voted for a forty-eight-year 
time limit, but had signed a petition to 
eliminate the twenty-one-year feature and 
substitute the forty-eight-year limit—this 
being the life of the other franchises of 
the company proposing to build these 
lines. For this reason their vote was a 
direct contradfction of their written re- 
quest to council. 

The other surprise. but tn another direc- 
tion. was the vote of Councilman Lewis. 
It, had been generally claimed that he 
favorel the mayor's veto and was op- 
posed to the building of the two lines un- 
der the forty-eight-year condition. It is 
well ‘understood that his views on the 
subject were changed through the untir- 
ing efforts of J. E. Maddox, candidate 
for alderman from the north side, who is 
a personal friend of Mr. Lewis, and who 
was largely instrumental! in his election 
to council. It was largely due to Mr. 
Maddox's entreaties that Councilman 
Lewis voted to over-ride the veto with 
a view of granting the two franchises. 

A Red-Hot Fight. 

The direct result of yesterday's vote 
means a redhot fight from now until Sep- 
tember 26, the date of the primary. Ad- 
vocates of these two lines are organized 
in every ward in the city and will make 
a demand that no candidate be elected to 
council who does not favor the applica- 
tions which were in effect defeated by 
yesterday's action of council. It is safe 
to say that the opposition will present a 
strong front and. have out an array of 
candidates who are avowedly antagonis- 
tic to the applications. |

Paris, September 4.—The correspondent 
of the Associated Press here learns that 
the French government has decided upon 
the first coercive measure against the 
sultan of Turkey. A decree has beet; 
drawn up and wiil probably be signed to- 
morrow expelling a number of ‘Turkish 
agents whose mission has been to spy on 
the young Turks in France.

CONSTITUTION BEAT RIVAL 


But the Race Was Given to the Co- 
lumbia on Elapsed Time. 
Changes Made in the Con- 
stitution Have Im- 
prove Her. 
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New York, September 5.— 
From private sources it is 
learned that Columbia has be2n 
chosen to defend the America’s 
cup, and in consequence of this 
decision there will be no race 
today. 
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Newport, R. I., September 4.—The Con- 
stitution sailed a capital race today 
against the Columbia over a course 15 
miles to windward.and back in a breeze 
whose force averaged eight knots, its 
greatest power being twelve knots, near 
the finish line. The Columbia won by 
seventeen seconds, corrected time, the 
Constitution beating her rival, boat for 
boat, over the course on elapsed time 
fifty-four seconds. This does not include 
the handicap of twenty-one seconds or 
more with which the Constitution started. 
Had she not been handicapped she would 
have won. On the windward work she 
gained on the Columbia thirty-two sec- 
onds and also twenty-two seconds cn the 
run home before the wind. In heavy 
puffs, when close to the finish line her 
balloon jib topsail spilt in two and caused 
a big tangle aloft. The Columbia v’as 
compelled to haul down her pballooner at 
the same time, for the squal] carried 
away the cringle at the head of the sail. 

To smart handling and excellent jucg- 
ment Columbia's victory today was due. 
There is no question that the old main- 
sail and the altered headsails of the Con- 
stitution, which she carried today, had 
much to do with the improved showing 
she made. The’* handicap, at the start 
seemed to be due to a lack of Smartness 
aboard the Constitution and also to the 
more able sea jockeying of those in 
charge of the Columbia.

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WARSHIP GOES TO THE BOTTOM. 


German Cruiser Wacht Sunk by the 
Battleship Sachsen. 


Berlin, September 4.—The commander 
of the German fleet maneuvering in the 
Baltic telegraphed today from Sassnitz, 
island of Rugen, that the _ third-class 
cruiser Wacht has been sunk off Arkona, 
after having béen in collision with the 
battleship Sachsen. It is not known 
whether there was any logs of. life. 
“The Wactt Wwas°S Stéel crifser of 1,260 
tons displacemént. She was built in 1887, 
was 262 feet long, had 31 feet 6 inches 
beam, and drew 13 feet 9 inches of wa- 
ter. The Wacht had an armored deck 
two inches thick and carried. a crew of 
126 men. Her armament consisted of 
four 3.4-inch quick-firing guns and two 
smaller quick-firers. She had three tor-

Strict Guard Maintained. 

The news of the poisoning was re- 
ported in the city during the day and by 
night all sorts of reports were in circula- 
tion, some having it that fifty men had 
died. . 

A reporter of The Constitution went 
to the fort last night and reached there 
about 11:30 o’clock. He found the quar- 
ters quiet. A guard halted him near 
the gate with a gun and asked: 

“Who goes there?” 

“A citizen.” 

The guard called out for the corporal 
of the guard and said that a citizen ap- 
proached. The corporal called to the re- 
porter: 

‘‘Let the citizen advance.”’ 

When the corporal and the reporter 
met, the former asked what business 
brought a citizen there at that time of 
the night. “He was told about the report- 
ed poisoning. 

“Oh, you can't get anything about that 
out here,’’ was the corporal’s first re- 
mark. 

“Well, has there been any men pois- 
oned?’’ the reporter asked. 

“Only a few men sick.” he began, and 
then he stopped and said: 

“Wait right here a minute until I 
see.*” 

In a few minutes the corporal returned 
and told the newspaper man to follow 
him. 


- 
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Officer Is Reticent. 

Into the office of a lieutenant, pre- 
sumably the officer of the day, the fre- 
porter was escorted. 

A second time the newspaper man made 
known his errand and the Heutenant 
smiled and said: 

‘‘Does it look like there are any sick 
men about here?’ 

He was told that in his immediate pres- 
ence there were no signs of any régi- 
ment of men having been poisoned, but 
he was asked if there was such a quiet 
time over in the hospital. 

“You know ,it is pay day,” was his 
reply, ‘‘and pay day means a lot of sick 
men out here sometimes.” 

The: reporter asked the lieutenant if 
there was any chance of seeing anybody 
else who could give the desired informa- 


tion and he said: 

‘“‘No; you have got all the information 
that ean be given out.’’ 

That ended the effort to get at the 
bottom of the affair in the fort. 

Some People Who Knew. 

The station agent told the reporter that 
there was no doubt about two or three 
hundred men having been poisoned with 
meat. 

Marshal Ryan, of Oakland City, who 
had been at the fort was seen by The 
Constitution reporter at his residence, 
The marshal said he had heard the num- 
ber of poisoned men placed at 275, and 
that at least 50 were dangerously ill. 

The meat that did the work, it Is said, 
was prepared by the mess sergeant or 
some of his subordinates. The mess ser- 
geant is named King. 

As the story goes outside the fort and 
from what is believed to be a responsi- 
bie- source, a large lot of canned meat 
was made into a stew Tuesday night for 
Wednesday morning's breakfast. It was 
left over night in a metal pot and served 
for breakfast. Soon after breakfast the 
men began to be attacked with violent 
nausea. Man after man was stricken 
down and soon the hospital was full. 
Some of the men, it was reported, were 
so ill that it was believed they would die 
before medical attention could be given 
them. The list soon reached the enor- 
mous number of 275, nearly a whole reg- 
iment. 

At a late hour last night it was said 
that four of the men, Sergeant Wineberg 
and Corporals Crow, Beck and Gravely, 
were not expected to live. 

Investigation Is Ordered. 

Colonel French ordered an immediate 
investigation, and if all reports are true, 
there will be some courtmartialing be- 
fore the affair is over with. 

The investigation, it is said, will be 
close and rigid and somebody will be held 
responsible for the wholesale poisoning of 
so many of the soldiers.

LAST OF THE RUSKIN COLONY. 


Its Property Sold by the Sheriff at 
os Waycross Last Tuesday. 
aycross, Ga., September 4.—(Special.) 
The Ruskin colony of Ware county is no 
‘more. The last chapter in the drama 
started last Saturday, when The Coming 
Nation printing outfit-was sold at public 
auction to satisfy a mortgage for $300 and 
‘finis’’ was added yesterday when the 
land and buildings were sold by the sher- 
Aff of Ware county. 

The claim against the printing outfit 
grew ott of the last person who came to 
the colony to investigate. The perfecting 
-Préss alone was worth more than ten 
times the amount the entire outfit 
brought—only $600—while the other mwate- 
rial was well worth $3,000 or $4,000. This 
splendid outfit was sold to satisfy a mort- 
@age for $300. , 

About a year agoa lady from one of the 
western states came to join the fortunes 
of the colonists. The price for. a share 
in the commonwealth was only $500. She 
was granted the usual privilege of depos- 
iting this amount and spending a few 
months there before becoming a mem- 
bér,. This she did in order to see whether 
she would like it or not. 

During her stay at the colony a note 
for $500 came due, and the president ured 
Mrs. McKean’s money to take it up, 
thinking that more cash would come in 
soon. In the meantime, Mrs. McKean 
decided that she would not become a 
member of the calony, and demunded her 
deposit money. The treasury contained 
but $200. This amount was given to her, 
together with a mortgage on The Com- 
ing Nation printing office for $0. But 
Mrs, McKean desired to go to California 
and in order to enable her to do so, J. 
G. Steffes, a member of the -colony, 
bought her claim. ‘The Ruskin «ommon- 
wealth ‘was on its last legs at this time. 
It wag deeply in debt. Old members were 
leaving and no new ones were taking 
their places. The time for cancelling the 
mortgage passed, but .here was no money 
in the treasury, and The Coming Nation 
had to go at a sacrifice to meet thé claim. 

Yesterday morning at the court house 
door, in this city, the last cnapter was 
enacted in the story of the Ruskin com- 
monwealth when Sheriff [. J. McClellan 
60]!d the land and buildings. ‘The tract 
consists of about 766 acres of land upon 
which is built the town of Ruskin. There 
are in Ruskin about forty nite'little cot- 
tages, half a dozen smaller houses, two 
large dwelling houses, a hetel, planing 
mill, blacksmith shop, cereal coffee fac- 
tory, shoe shop, suspender factor, etc. 
The entire property sold for $2,950. 

It was bid in by J. G. Steffes, Leavid 
B. Stanton and Joseph Sherwin, ail 
members of the colony. Thev will clear 
up a great part of the Jand, and will 
conduct a modern farm. Only a small 
portion is in cultivation now. Next year 
the new owners will ovian; ‘fifty acres in 
sugar cane: which they will inake-: into 
sirup, and after putting it tip in quart, 
haif-gallon and gallon cans, ship it to 
the northern markets. They will also 
plant ten.acres in broom corn and manu- 
facture brooms. Besides this they wfl 
have a large acreage in cassava, potatoes, 
peas and hay. 

The colony, which two years ago con- 
fained nearly 300 souls, now numbers 
only about twenty, not cvunting the new 
owners, all the others having departed. 
‘Those now remaining will seek homes 
elsewhere. 


GOVERNOR GRANTS RESPITE. 


Thirty Mom Days of Life Have Been 
Given to Minder. 

Macon, Ga., September 4-—(Special.)— 
Sheriff Westcott received a telegram to- 
day from Governor Candler informing 
him that he has granted I. Minder a res- 
pite of thirty days in consequence of the 
writ of error that has been issued in his 
case by Justice White, of the\ supreme 
court of the United States. Minder was 
to have been hanged on Friday, Septem- 
ber 6. When the news of Minder’s res- 
pite was communicated to him it seemed 
to make no impression on him whatever. 
He received it with apparent indifference.

Shooting ry in a Macon 
Wagon Yard Last Night 


CONFLICTING STORIES OF 1 


R. C. White, Who Did the Shooting, 
Says He Fired Tp Save His Own 
Life—That .the Hughleys, 

Father and ‘Son, Were 


» 


Macon, Ga., September 4.—(Special.)— 
Tonight about 8 o’clock C. R. White shot 
Armand Hughley, and the wound is con- 
sidered fatal by attending sfirgeons. The 
ball struck near thé hip and-entered the 
lower part of the abdomen, severed an 
artery, and produced other serious in- 
juries. Hughley was carried to the hos- 
pital, and White was arrested by Police- 
men Gillespie and Pearce and put in the 
barracks. 

White is a sporting man, and Hughley 
assists his father, Thomas H. Hughley, 
who has the contract to carry the mails 
by wagons between the postoffice and 
depots. 

The shooting occurred in Hughley’s 
wagon yard, near the corner of Fifth and 
Mulberry streets, next to. the Pulaskt 
bar. It is said that the difficulty origi- 
nated yesterday afternoon,*a:-man from 
Hawkingville being of the: party, and 
that Hughley, in a spirit of frtendliness to 
the Hawkinsville man, intervened, but in 
no belligerent manner, between White 
and the Hawkinsville citizen. . 

Statements as to the trouble tonight are 
conflicting. White says he stepped into 
Hughley’s wagon yard on an. errani, 
when suddenly three men, two of whom 
were Armand Hughley and his father, 
seized hold of him and severely assaulted 
him by beating him on the head and face. 
A skinned place is on White’s nose, 
where, he says, he was struck.; The front 
of his straw hat is torn, which, White 
Says,. was caused by the blow. White 
declares that he had to shoot Hughley in 
self-defense. 

Thomas H. Hughley, the father, and 
others give a different version of the af- 
fair. Hughley says that he and his son 
were in the wagon lot, when White en- 
tered, and White was asked to keep out 
of the lot, whereupon White drew his 
pistol and shot Armand Hughley. Thomas 
H. Hughley then threw his arms around 
White and held him until officers arrived. 
White has retained Attorney Robert 
Hodges to defend him. ; 

The preliminary hearing may be had 
tomorrow morning before Recorder Free- 
man,

The 
county commissioners fixed the rate at

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AUGUSTA AGAINST 
THE EXTRA RATE 


Mecting of Cotton Exchange and Board 
of Trade. 


DISCRIMINATION IS CLAIMED 


Additional Charges by the Railroads 
of Three Cents Per Hundred 
Pounds on Cotton Rehand- 
ling in Augusta—New 
York Conference. 


Augusta, Ga., September 4.—The Au- 
gusta cotton exchange and board of 
trade held na important meeting today 
at noon, the full import of which is 
fully explained by the following letter, 
addressed to the members of the body: 

“Augusta, Ga., September 3, 1901.—Dear 
Sir: A formal meeting of the exchange 
has been called for noon tomorrow to 
take under consideration the recent ad- 
ditional charges made by the railroads 
of 3 cents per hundred pounds on cotton 
for rehandling at Augusta. This we re- 
gard as a discrimination against Au- 
gusta and other interior points in favor 
of the ports. This discrimination, while 
apparently small, in the aggregate will 
amount to a very serious handicap to 
Augusta’s cotton business. We feel that 
everything in the power of the Augusta 
exchange and board of trade should be 
done to prevent the enforcement of this 
discrimination. Nothing can be acc6ém- 
plished except by united effort. We feel 
that ‘the entire business community of 
Augusta is vitally interested in prevent- 
ing any discrimination that will divert 
any cotton from this center. If the ad- 
ditional charge is put into effect this, in 
our judgment, will be the final outcome. 
We would, therefore, ask that you attend 
the meeting of the exchange thus called 
and give us your hearty cooperation and 
the benefit of your counsel and advice.”’ 

In response to this call the exchange 
was crowded today with the leading 
cotton factors and merchants of the 
city, who were not slow in expressing 
themselves unmistakably in condemna- 
tion of the existing discrimination against 
the city of Augusta. After addresses by 
Messrs. J. P. Doughty, T. W. Alexander, 
McGowan, Sinclair and Asbury Hull, a 
committee was decided on to go before 
the conference committee of the South- 
eastern Freight Association at New York 
on the 10th of this month.

NORTHEAST GEORGIA FRUIT. 


Pecans, Apples, Grapes and Melons 
in Great Profusion. 

Gainesville, Ga., September 4.—(Special.) 
Northeast Georgia has never madé any 
great pretensions or boasted of its fruits 
and melons, although it is well known 
that no section can surpass it in this re- 
spect. Peaches, apples, grapes,. melons, 
etc., are grown in great profusion and 
they are juicy and luscious, far more 
so than the fruit grown lower down in 
the State. This year the melon crop has 
been specially prolific, as is evidenced 
by the great number sold upon the 
streets of Gainesville. 

The champion watermelon grower : of 
northeast Georgia is A. R. Wilson, who 
lives in the suburbs of the city. Today 
he brought in a wagon load consisting 
of fourteen melons which weighed near 
1,000 pounds. The largest in the. lot 
weighed 110 pounds, the next 100 pounds, 
the next 76 pounds and the remainder 
about 60 pounds each. They were of 
the Triumph variety and sold from $1 to 
$5 each, the 110-pound melon bringing 
the last named amount. Mr. Wilson is 
a good all around farmer and his place 
is a model farm. His melons attracted 
great attention and he was voted by 
the populace as being the champion melon 
grower of Georgia. The melons are not 
only large, but the meat is rich: and 
luscious, the rinds being rather thin. 

The machinery for the new Gaines- 
ville cotton mill is daily arriving and 
being put in place. The building is prac- 
tically completed and before a_ great 
while the machinery will begin to hum. 
It will be remembered that this was 
originally the Vesta mill of Charleston, 
which was abandoned on account of ne- 
gro labor.

BROUGHT IN THE DESERTER. 


Howard Denies That He Was Eve an 
: American Soldier. 


Manila, September 4.—Lieutenant Haz- 
zard, of the Third cavalry, has brought 
in here Arthur Howard, the American de- 
serter who was recently captured by the 
lieutenant while in command of some 
Maccabebes scouts in the island of Min- 
doro. He was placed in jail and will 
shortiy be courtmartialed. 

Howard denies that he was ever an 
American soldier. He claims he was born 
in Spain, that his father was English and 
his mother Spanish~ but that he espoused 
the cause of the Filipinos. In 1896, af- 
ter peace was declared, he says he went 
to Hong Kong and returned in 1898 as 
Agftinaldo’s chief of artillery. While in 
that position Howard also says he made 
friends with many Americans before the 
insurrection, including General Green. He 
cast his lot with Aguinaldo at the time 
of the rupture with the Americans, and 
he says that he brought in sixteen Amer- 
lean prisoners under a flag of truce, at 
Angeles, in September, 1899. 

Howard denies that he commanded the 
force at San Mateo which killed Gen- 
eral Lawton. He speaks like an educated 
Englishman. Lieutenant Hazzard says 
he himself saw Howard. at Los Angeles 
in 1899. Two former California volunteers 
today identified Howard as a_ deserter 
from their regiment named Walley, of 
company A, who deserted in 1899.

Over a Hundred Persons Engaged

Raleigh, N. C., September 4.—(Special.) 
The search for the hoarded treasure of 
Miser Jonathan Newman, who died a few 
days ago in Henderson county, continues 
with ceaseless activity day by day. His 
six sonsandanumber of other relatives 
are digging and may have to dig up the 
whole farm, which is a large one. They 
keep a constant guard to -prevent out- 
siders from digging. Over $6,000 in gold is 
buried here and there on the farm. It is 
in buckets. Newman had frequently at- 
tended the burial place or places of his 
‘treasure. - Only $4,000 of his -hoardings 
have thus far been found. The strange 
search attracts widespread attention in 
that section. There are nearly a hundred 
diggers.

ROAD ADVERTISED FOR SALE. 


Sheriff To Sell It To Satisfy a Judg- 
ment of Court. 

Salisbury, N. C., September 4.—(Special) 
The Western North Carolina railway was 
today advertised for sale by Sheriff Ju- 
lian, of Rowan county, in execution of 
judgment. This road is a branch of the 
Southern railway. The execution and sale 
order was precipitated by failure of the 
Western road to pay a judgment given by 
the state court to the estate of Engineer 
W. A. James, killed in 1897. The suit was 
brought in the state court and the James 
estate given $15,000. The Southern claim- 
ed it had absorbed the Western. Counsel 
for plaintiff contended that a domestic 
corporation can’t be absorbed by a for- 
eign corporation without legislative sanc- 
tion. The defendant company contends to 
the contrary. The suit has been in both 
State, supreme and federal courts and 
an important issue is the question of 
jurisdiction. Unless restrained Sheriff Ju- 
lian will sell the property on October 7. 


SAYS THEY ATE MOULDY HAY. 


Asserts That Mosquitoes Do Not 
Cause Disease Among Horses. 
Raleigh, N. C., September 4—(Special.) 
The state veterinarian, Dr. Tait Butler, 
who is in Dare county investigating the 
fatal disease among horses, reports to 
the agricultural department that the 
disease in that county is commonly called 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, but is more 
properly forage poisoning, due to the 
eating of mouldy grain or hay. He says 
he_ does ngs ; Sod any of, thee ‘‘sneeze 
wer’ there. ‘It was asgerted by some 
persons that the disease was largely due 
to ‘sneeze weed” poisoning. Dr. Butler 
Says the disease broke out in Dare af- 
ter the worst of the pest of mosquitoes

HOGG PLANNING GREAT DEAL. 


Former Governor Going to Europe 
- To Organize Pipe Line. 


Fort Worth, Tex., September “4.—James 
W. Swaine, of Fort Worth, and ex-Gov- 
ernor James Hogg. owners of the fa- 
mous Hogg-Swaine oil syndicate of Beau- 
mont, start for Europe tomorrow to or- 
ganize a $25,000,000 pipe line company to 
estabiish a pipe line from Spindle Top 
to Port Arthur and Sabine Pass. 

The prospectus carries with it the pur- 
pose of a line of one hundred tank steam- 
ers and the erection of a 5,000,000-barrel 
tankage at the ports.

MINERS TO CONSIDER THEM 


First Proposal Is To Adopt Scale of 
1900 for Another Year—Sec- 


ond, To Adopt Changes 
Made by Others—Third, 
To Readjust Pay. 


Knoxville, Tenn., September 4.—(Spe- 
cial,)—The Coal Creek and Tennesse Coal 
companies have made three propositions 
to their miners to settle the wage ques- 
tion for another year. These proposi- 
tions are, first to adopt the 1900 scale 
for another year; second, to adopt any 
changes at any time the other. Coal 
Creek mining companies may agree upon; 
third, to adopt. a new scale which has 
been prepared, readjusting the prices paid 
for mine work.

Louisville, Ky., September 4.—(Special.) 
Or motion of certificate holdérs, many 
of whom live in Georgia and Atlanta, a 
receiver was today appointed in Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., for the Scottish Surety Com- 
pany. This is the bond and investment 
company which was recently sued in 
Louisville, where it chiefly operated. It 
stopped litigation by paying the plain- 
tiffs, but not before its system of opera- 
tion and its condition had been exposed. 
It was denounced by Judge Barker as a 
lottery. Although $43,000 has been paid 
in by certificates, there are but $13,000 
assets, while of the $100,000 capital stock 
only $1,000 has been paid. President Stu- 
art and Alexander Wolfe left Louisville 
immediately after the suit was settled.

This Caused Susan Adler, 
Near Decatur, Ala., To 
Commit Suicide. 


ATE SULPHUR MATCHES 
TO END HER EXISTENCE 


Found in Dying Agony in the Loft 
of Her Uncle’s Barn—Had Re- 
ceived a Letter from Her 
Lover informing Her, 
of His Marriage. 


Decatur, Ala., September 4.—(Special.)— 
A sad suicide took place in the eastern 
end of this county the first of this 
week. A young girl, whose name is 
said to have been Susan Adler, about 
sixteen years of age, swallowed a box 
of sulphur matches and died in agony 
in the loft of her uncle’s barn, where 
she had secreted himself. She is said 
to have left no sign of the cause of her 
self-destruction, but she is known to have 
been strongly attached to a young fel- 
low with whom she had been going for 
a year or two. It was presumed they 
were engaged, though she had never told 
any of her companions. 

Several weeks ago the young man went 
to Texas and wrote back of his marriage 
there to the daughter of a Texas ranch 
owner, and ever since Miss Adler learned 
this she has been moping and her health 
seemed to be falling her, which was 
noticed by her people, but they did not 
anticipate suicide. 


MORSE KILLED BY OFFICERS. 


Resisted Arrest on a Peace Warrant. 
Tragedy Near Dothan, Ala. 
Dothan, Ala., September 4.—(Special.)— 
A tragic homicide occurred this after- 
noon near Headland, in this county, in 
which Mr. Morse, who lived near Cotton- 
wood, was killed. Morse was here this 
morning and, to all appearances, was 
drinking pretty freely, but when leaving 
town took the Headland instead of the 
Cottonwood road. During the drive his 
conduct on the road is said to have been 
extremely bad, to the extent of drawing 
his pistol and threatening parties. Mr. 
Davis, who lives on the Headland road, 
wegt before Squire Davis and had a 
peace warrant taken out for Morse. The 
justice deputised Marshat Flowers arid 
his brother to serve the papers, and as 
Morse had already passed through Head- 
land, they started out to overtake him, 
which they soon did. Morse recognized 
them and opened fire, The shots were re- 
turned, killing Morse. Neither of the 
Flowers were hurt. The _ killing took 

place in about a mile of Headland. 


LYNCHERS GO TO THE MINES. 


George Howard and Martin Fuller 
Are Transferred. 
Birmingham, Ala., September 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—George Howard, sentenced for life 
and Martin Fuller and John Strength, 
sentenced for ten eyars each, for the 
lynching of Robert White, colored, in 
Elmore county, were brought here Tues- 
day from Wetumpka and placed in the 
Pratt mines, where they will serve their 

sentences. 

Special Agent B. F. Phillips, of the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad Com- 
pany, who brought up these prisoners to 
the mines, says there is much indignation 
in Elmore county among the friends of 
the convicted men over their conviction. 
He stated further that one of the alleged 
lynchers had taken an appeal and that 
other appeals may follow. The convicted 
men had very little to say. 


RECEIVE ORDERS FROM CHINA. 


Huntsville Mill Has Orders for 1,200 
Bales of Cotton Sheeting. 

Huntsville, Ala., September 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Since the cessation of hostilities in 
China the southern cotton mills have 
been receiving many orders from China 
and their business has materially in- 
creased. The Dallas mill, of this city, has 
just closed a contract with a big firm in 
southern China to furnish 1,200 bales of 
cotton sheeting at $60 per bale, The entire 
order amounts to $72,00v. 


WAS RUN OVER BY THE CARS. 


James Ingram Killed in Railroad 
Yards at Ensley, Ala. 
Birmingham, Ala., September 4.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—James Ingram, a well connected 
and highly respected young man, holding 
a position with the Alabama Steel Wire 
Company, was run over and killed this 
afternoon in the railroad yards at Ens- 
ley. He was walking along the tracks 
when a train of cars, being shoved by wu 
switch engine, bore down on him. His 
body was horribly crushed. The remains 
were shipped to Columbia, Tenn., for in- 

terment.

‘Daily Rains Have Nearly Ruined the 


Farmers in Western Part of 
State—Reports Say the 7

to a Disaster. 


Raleigh, N. C., September 4.—(Special.)

While there is some improve- 
ment in the eastern section, there is dam- 
age in the west by daily rains, The need 
for more sunshine is, in fact, imperative 
in the west, waere there is well nigh a 
crop failure, amounting to a disaster. 


FARMERS ARE VERY BUSY NOW 


Recent Rains Prevented Them from 
Doing Farm Work. 

McRae, Ga., September 4.—(Special.)— 
The continued rains of the past few 
weeks have retarded the farmers some- 
what in their work of gathering cotton, 
fodder, etc., but now the weather is 
pretty and they are all very busy. A 
number of bales of cotton have come in 
already. The new gin, operated by John 
Williams, and the oil mill, operated by 
the McRae Oil and Fertilizer Company, 
will draw a great deal of cotton here, be- 
cause then a man can carry his cotton 
seed to mill and in a short time carry 
his meal and hulls back and get his 
fertilizer right there, too. 


TEXAS LEGISLATURE ENDS. 


Work the Lawmakers Have Done at 
This Session. 

Austin, Tex., September 4.—(Special.)— 
The first called session of the twenty- 
sixth legislature came to an end today. 
This session has passed a congressional 
redistricting bill, increasing the present 
thirteen districts to sixteen and has also 
passed a state representative and sena- 
torial bill, arranging the legislative dis- 
tricts so that cuere will in future be 132 
members of the house and 32 senators. 

The session adjourned wNhout taking 
action on the matter of taxing oil outputs 
1 per cent on gross premium receipts, 
and there will not be further action with 
regard to this tax, in all likelihood, until 
another regular legislative session.

Pratt is the Huntsville representative of 
the syndicate and last night Mr. Pratt 
appeared before the city council and 
asked special water privileges for his 
company. The company will be allowed 
to run a pipe to the big spring in this 
city and use water in emergency cases.

IT WILL, HOWEVER, BE LATE 


Excessive Rains Delayed Picking, 
but the Weather Now Is Fine 
anc Planters Claim the 
Yield Will Be Next to 
That of Texas. 


Jackson, Miss., Sepfember 4.—(Special.), 
The past week has been very favorable 
for the cotton crop in Mississippi, and 
the plant has made good progress in 
nearly all parts of the state, according to 
the reports received here from various 
sections. Ten days ago a serious curtail- 
ment of the yield was threatened by the 
excessive rains, but these have been 
checked and the damage wrought was 
not so great as many anticipated. 

The reports from the delta, where 4 
good portion of the state’s crop is grown, 
are highly encouraging. Picking -is in 
progress in nearly every county and the 
cotton market center that has not re- 
ceived its first bale is away behind the 
times. 

While it is an indisputable fact that the 
Mississippi crop will be late in many sec- 
tions, it can also be stated that it will 
not be behind that of its sister states, 
and by some it is claimed that the bulk 
of the yield will not be so far behind the 
regular time as first predicted. 

Opinions are somewhat conflicting in 
regard to the size of Mississippi's crop, 
and on this phase one man’s opinion is 
about as good as another’s. A. S. John- 
ston, of Meridian, one of the largest buy- 
ers in the south, adheres to his opinion 
that it will not be a “bumper” yield. W. 
E. Hayne, of Jackson, alsoalarge buy- 
er, says that the crop will be the largest 
in the history of Mississippi, and that the 
total yield will be not less than 1,600,000 
bales, the state ranking next to Texas, 
and surpassing the Georgia crop by sev- 
eral thousand bales. 

The new season has not progressed far 
enough to ascertain whether there will 
be a disposition to market ‘early, or 
whether the farmers will hold on in an- 
ticipation of better prices. It is believed, 
however, that there will be a rather fres 
movement as long as the price hovers in 
the vicinity of 8 cents, but quotations be- 
low that figure are likely to cause the 
farmers to hold back and await develop- 
ments. 


WHAT STOWERS WILL PLEAD. 
That 


the Governor Allowed Too 


Much Time To Elapse. 

Jackson, Miss.,.September 4.—(Special.) 
A slight intimation has been given out 
concerning the nature of the defense that 
will be made by Hon. J. R. Stowers, the 
suspended state treasurer, when Gover- 
nor Longino proceeds against him for 
irregularity in the keeping of state funds, 
as he is required to do by law. It is 
stated that the attorneys for Mr. Stowers 
will enter the plea that the governor had 
no right to suspend the treasurer after 
allowing five days to elapse from the 
time the deficit was discovered, the law 
requiring that action be taken immediate- 
ly; that the governor’s count of the cash 
on the 20th and his certificate that all 
money due the state was on hand operat- 
ed as a barrier to further action in the 
premises. Whether this plea will stand 
the test in law yet remains to be seen. 

The Vicksburg Herald boldly charges 
that $66,000 of the missing fands were in 
a little bank at Senatobia and the re- 
mainder in Memphis and Vicksburg, the 
latter city having $25,000 of the sum. 

The atmosphere around the state house 
is still highly charged with the sensa- 
tion and there are hundreds of rumors 
and conjectures afloat in regard to the 
matter, many of which do not possess 
the shadow of a foundation. The friends 
of Stowers are apparently eager for the 
fight to open in earnest and the public 
is manifesting a lively anxiety for the 
first indications of the battle. 


TWO DEAD NEGROES FOUND. 


They Had Been Dead for at Least 
Ten Days. 


Jackson, Miss., September 4.—(Special.) 
A grewsome find is reported from Coaho- 
ma county. The dead bodies of two ne- 
groes who had evidently been assassi- 
nated were discovered on the plantation 
of P. Wildberger late Saturday evening. 
Neither of the negroes were known in 
the neighborhood, and it was evident that 
they had been dead at least ten days, as 
their fiesh was badly decomposed and 
buzzards had- eaten portions of their 
bodies. An empty cartridge shell was 
picked up near by and there were several 
gunshot wounds on the two bodies. As 
yet the officers have unearthed no clew 
to the mystery. 

Jackson is now in the midst of an oil 
well boom. Representatives of the Penn- 
sylvania VUil Company have been assidu- 
ously at work in Hinds and Madison 
counties for several days securing leases 
on farms and have succeeded in signing 
drilling privileges on about 10,000 acres. 
They will have three wells under way 
within the next two or three weeks and 
say that the geological indications are 
very favorable for striking oil. The les- 
sors are promised one-eighth of the out- 
put of oil or gas. While it is rather im- 
probable that Jackson will develop into 
a second Beaumont, the drilling experi- 
ments are likely to result in the finding 
of artesian water. 

Congressman F. A. McLain, of the sixth 
Mississippi district, predicts that very 
little will be accomplished at the coming 
session of congress. He believes that the 
main work of the democrats in the body* 
will be in fighting the ship. subsidy bill, 
which is sure to be introduced for the 
second time. He hopes to see a liberal 
appropriation for rivers and harbors, but 
does not believe that the movement for a 
reduction of the tariff will meet with suc- 
cess, owing to the strong opposition of 
republican leaders. 

The effect of the new management of 
the Mobile and Ohio road, which was 
consolidated with the Southern several 
months ago, is manifested in the quarter- 
lv report which, has just been filed with 
the secretary of the railroad commission. 
The operating expenses were reduced 
46,274.80 and there was an increase of 
$144,250.18 in the net earnings. Nearly all 
the roads have filed their reports, but 
they will not be prepared in a tabulated 
form until the secretary prepares his bi- 
ennial report.

AMERICA 1S THREATENED 


Should the Japs Be Discriminated 
Against in the Immigration 
Laws—Popular Feeling Over 
the Honolulu Incident 
Is Very Deep. 


Yokohama, August 21, via Victoria, B. 
C., Beptember 4.4To say that a hornet’s 
nest has been stifred up in Japan would 
but mildly express the situation upon 
receipts of the news of the al- 
leged outrageous treatment of Japanese 
ladies on the Nippon Maru by the quar- 
antine officers of Hawaii. Nothing in the 
course of all the relations between Amer- 
ica and Japan has aroused 60 much. 
press indignation or such strong popular 
feeling. 

The Oocident«shows clearly the dif- 
ficultiés that are before the Americans 
should the Japanese be discriminated 
against in ‘the framing of immigration 
laws. <Any such discrimigation would 
also destroy the extraordinary friendly 
relations which have always existed be- 
tween the two governments. One of the 
leading Tokyo papers points ott ‘with 
whati jealously western powers guard 
their flag and their national reputations 
against every indignity or injustice. It 
cites the actioh of BPnglanfi in the af- 
fairs of the Lorcha Arrow and of Don 
Pacifico, and while not insisting that Lord 
Palmerstone’s procedure should be taken 
as a model of foreign political methods, 
it does hold that Japan lacks self-asser- 
tiveness and that she might win a larg- 
er meastire of respect if she insists on 
receiving it. 

The postponement of the return of the 
Chinese court to Pekin until October on 
account of the prevailing heat is perfectly 
understood here and recognized as a part 
of the programme of delay which will 
ultimately end either in the retention of ‘ 
the present stopping place, or. the choice 
of some other interior city as the capital 
of the emipre. That the cgurt will 
éver return to Pekin while that city is 
completely under the domination of for- 
éign troops is not reckoned with as among 
the possibilities. In the meantime the 
growing influence of Japan over the 
Chinese government is evidenced by the 
appointment of a Japanese officer to or- 
ganize the police force of Pekin and 
by the acceptance of the recommendation 
of Yuen Shika that the Chinese army be 
modeled upon that of Japan. 

Major General Fukushima has started 
for Shanghai, and it is reported that this 
is preliminary to the dispatch to that offi- 
cial to place a battalion of Japanese 
troops so that the nation may arrange 
itself along side England and Germany in 
any developments which may occur in the 
Valley of the Yang Tse. 

The Doshissha: college of Kiyoto, in 
which many Americans are interested, has 
had very serious troubles since the for- 
eign manager was withdrawn, and recent- 
lyl disturbances there have culminated 
in the resignation of the president.

United States Working To Avert War)

MEDIATION NOT YET BEGUN 


Colombia Is Willing To Accept the 
Pacific Offices of the United 
States, but Reply of Vene- 
zuela Ig Somewhat 
Evasive.

Washington, September 4.—The action 
ot the United States in tendering its 
good offices to Venezuela and Colombia 
to aveft a war between those countries 
has not yet advanced to a point where 
this government has begun the work of 
mediator. It has signified its willingness 
to act, but it will remain for the two 
countries to indicate when the time has 
arrived for actual mediation. Colombia 
already has made known that she will 
welcome the exercise of the pacific offices 
of the United States. In this acceptance 
it is understood that Colombia denies 
that she has invaded Venezuela, and also 
places the burden of the issue on Presi- 
dent Castro in person, as against the body 
of the Venezuelan people. The response 
of Venezuela is understood to be less 
definite in accepting the good offices of 
the United States. For the present, 
therefore, it is not expected that the 
United States will take further active 
steps, although its tender stands as a 
clear intimation to the contending par- 
ties that the United States is likely to 
take such action as is necessary to avert 
war. 

The note’ of the United States offering 
to medtate has created an unusual stir 
in South American diplomatic quarters, 
as it is construed to be a rather marked 
development of the Monroe doctrine, and 
one which will be most acceptable to 
South America. 

Emphatic Rejoinder by Colombia. 

The Colombian government will make 
an emphatic rejoinder to the official 
statement. of Venezuela that armed in- 
vasions by Colombian troops have been 
crossing the Venezuelnn frontier and 
have been forcing war upon that country. 
Although the terms of the reply are not 
determined, upon, it will show in sub- 
stance that the attitude of Colombia has 
been one of forbearance; that Colombian 
troops on the frontier are there for the 
legitimate purpose of protecting the bor- 
der and that any crossing of the line has 
been by detached bands, without the ap- 
proval of the federal government. As 
against Venezuela’s assertion that Co- 
lombia is forcing war, it is likely to be 
pointed out that Colombia has remained 
Silent while Venezuela has received the 
Colombian insurgent leader, Geseral 
Uribe, at Caracas, and that President 
Castro and Uribe have held conferences 
on their’ mutual plans. 

In this connection it has fust been 
disclosed that General Uribe-Uribe made 
a statement at the Colombian legation 


in this city to the effect that the revo- 


lutionary movement of which he its the 
head had the support of Venezuéla, Ecua- 
dor and Nicaragua. The statement was 
made during the pendency of negotia- 
tions for the surrender of the revolu- 
tionists. 


Only a Clever Ruse. 


The negotiations with 
closed, it is authoritatively stated, with 
an agreement of surrender, but the Co- 
lombian authorities are now _ satisfied 
that this was a clever ruse on his part 
by which his agents secured passports 
through Colombia and went on an os- 
tensible peace mission, whereas. their 
real purpose was to act as spies and rev- 
Olutionary propaganda. 

Mail advices from Venezuela which 
reached the state department today came 
in a report from Minister Bowen. It ap- 
pears from Mr. Bowen's account that 
the Colombian minister left Caracas not 
hecause of a breach of relations between 
Venezuela and Colombia, but to get into 
closer relations with his own govern- 
ment,, he having found it difficult to 
communicate with that government from 
Caracas. 

Mr. Russell was requested by the with- 
drawing minister to assume charge of 
the legation premises—not to undertake 
to look after-the business of the lega- 
tion. The Venezuelan government was 
advised of this request, and, making no 
objection, Mr. Russell took the keys of 
the Coiombian legation. 

Mr. Bowen inclyded with his report a 
copy of a long note from the Venezuelan 

overnment addressed to the world at 
arge, through the diplomatic represent- 
atives at Caracas, the substance of 
which has been made public in preceding 
cable dispatches. It is dSelieve® here 
that there is nothing in this note to 
make war between the two countries un- 
avoidable. Mr. Bowen makes no com- 
ment of his own ypon the political con- 
ditions in Venezuela. 


Fighting Likely at Bocas del Toro. 


Colon, Colombia, September 4—The 
United Fruit Company’s steamer, Sun 
Rise, chartered by Herr Beckman, the 
German consul at Bocas del Toro, ar-

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BISHOP GRANT IN A TEMPER 


Scores New York Banks for Object- 
ing to Negro Guests. § 


HOTELS AND THE NEGROES 


Grant Says There Are Twenty States 
in Which Bonifaces Welcome 
Negro Guests. 


Crawfordville, Ind., September 4.—Bish- 
op Abraham Grant, of Indianapolis, ad- 
dressing the Indiana annual conference 
of the African Methodist Episcopa! 
church today, charged that the manager 
of a New York bank in making his pro- 
test against being placed in a hotel with 
Bishops Arnett, Tanner, Gaines and Der- 
rick and other colored people who are 
attending the ecumenical conference in 
London, had said: 

‘When the Europeans get to know the 
negro as we know him, they will curtail 
his privileges.”’ 

Another one of his party stated, ac- 
cording to Bishop Grant, that a negro 
would not be allowed in hotels in Amer- 
ica where whites are accommodated. 

The bishop stated that ‘‘one of these 
men exposed his ignorance and the other 
misrepresented his country,’’ for he (the 
bishop) knew the states of Indiana, Penn- 
sylvania, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa and as 
far as California; he had stopped at ho- 
tels where any other respectable man 
could stop who would pay his bills. The 
bishop claimed there were more black 
people under the English flag than under 
any other flag in the world. 

Bishop Grant said he would not go 
abroad and hold up the faults of his na- 
tion to strangers, and to that extent he 
felt he was a better American citizen 
“than any man who would go into a for- 
eign country and misrepresent his é6wn 
by making such false statements, for 
there were twenty states in wwis union 
where any respectable man of any color 
could stop in a first-class hotel, if he 
wished, and would behave himself.”’ 


RIPE FOR CIVIL GOVERNMENT. 


Number of Philippine Provinces in 
Satisfactory State. 


Washington, September 4.—The follow- 
ing provinces in the Philippines have been 
designated by the Philippine commission 
as in such a satisfactory state of pacifi- 
cation and sufficiently well advanced in 
all the details of civil administration as 
to warrant their passing under the juris- 
diction of a civil governor: 

Benguet, Pangasinan, Bataan, Tayabas, 
Romblion, Oriental Negros, Antique, 
Leyte, Amos Camarines, Marinduque, 
Cavite, Surigao, Pampanga, Tarlac, Bu- 
lacan Masbate, Occidental Negros, Iloilo, 
Capiz, Albay, Sorsogon, Rizal, Nueva 
Ecija and Misamis. 

By the direction of General Chaffee, the 
senior military officers in these provinces 
are directed to render all needful assist- 
ance to the civil authorities when dis- 
turbances arise beyond the control of the 
local municipal police. 

By an act of the commission passed 
July 17, the provinces of Batangas, Cebu 
and Bohol are restored to the executive 
control of the military government on 
the ground that armed insurrection con- 
tinues. The writ of habeas corpus in 
these provinces is suspended so far as it 
applies to the release of prisoners detain- 
ed by the order of the military governor. 


CAUGHT PLAYING THE RACES. 


Big Raid Made by the Vigilantes of 
New York. 


New York, September 4.—The Society 
for the Prevention of Crime made today 
what Agent Dillon calls the biggest raid 
yet on pool rooms. The place is a char- 
tered club opposite the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Those in charge of the raid allege that 
the club is run by Thomas F. Reynolds, 
assignee for ‘‘Honest’’ John Kelly. Over 
one hundred men were in the place, but 
only five were arrested—S. J. O'Keefe, 
cashier; Ernest Morgan, cardwriter; 
Thomas Walsh, sheetwriter, and two 
citizens. 

The warrants were issued by Justice 
Jerome. The prisoners were taken to the 
station and Justice Jerome left word that 
he would accept bail in $2,000 each. 

It is claimed that this club is one of the 
alleged pool rooms on the list which Ed- 
gar Whitney furnished Agent Dillon some 
time since. Entrance was effected by 
smashing in the doors. Seventy-five men 
were found on a ladder wiuch was se- 
creted in a shaft. Five telephones and 
wrivate telephone books were also found 
n the place.

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BEGGED PEACE 
OF STEEL TRUST 


Labor Leaders and Combine 
Magnates Meet in Con- 
ference in New York. 


BUT NOTHING RESULTED 
FROM THE CONFERENCE 


Uneasiness Prevails in Ranks of the 
Strikers—Trust Claims To Be 
Steadily Winning—Sheriff 
and Deputies on Guard 
at McKeesport. 


New York, September 4—Terms of 
peace in the steel strike were discussed 
at length today in a secret conference in 
which sat officials of United States Steel 
Corporation, leaders of union labor and 
representatives of the civic organizations 
which have intervened. Unusual safe- 
guards of secrecy were resorted to in or- 
der to preserve the privacy of the pro- 
ceedings, but it was evident that no con- 
clusion was reached and that the decision 
either to terminate or continue, the strike 
must be made by the strikers. The na- 
ture of the agency from the Amalga- 
mated association held by the labor lead- 
ers who participated in the discussion is 
not known, but it is believed they pos- 
sess at least an outline of terms from 
President Shaffer and that they will 
place before him and his associates the 
terms re-submitted by President Schwab, 
of the steel corporation. It was alsd ap- 
parent at the conclusion of the discus- 
sion‘that if the conference is to be re- 
sumed or any further action toward 
peace taken, the strikers must take the 
initiative. 

The labor leaders were in communica- 
tion with Pittsburg during the day and 
it was anticipated they would further 
discuss the subject with the Amal- 
gamated men before they proceeded any 
farther with the peace plan. 

The participants in ihe conference to- 
day were President C. M. Schwab, of the 
United States Steel Corporation; Presi- 
dent W. E. Corey, of the Carnegie Steel 
Company; Veryl Preston, of the United 
States Steel  Torporation; President Sam- 
uel Gompers, of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor; President John Mitchell, 
of the United Mine Workers” Association; 
Secretary Harry White, of the Garment 
Makers’ Association; Professor Jenks, of 
the industrial commision, and Ralph M. 
Easley, secretary of the National. Civic 
Federation. Several officials of the 
companies controlled by the United 
States Steel Corporation were called to 
the conference chamber during the day. 

Gompers Asked Conference. 

The conference was asked for in be- 
half of President Gompers and President 
witchell and the request reached Presi- 
dent Schwab early today. He madée fa- 
vorable reply at once, and at 12:15 o'clock 
the two labor leaders, accompanied by 
the other intermediaries who had partic- 
ipated in the Pittsburg meetings of last 
week, reached the office of the United 
States Steel Corporation. The session 
lasted continuously for more than six 
hours. No statement as to the proceed- 
ings was made by any of the partici- 
pants. John Mitchell was the first to 
leave the meeting room. He positively 
refused to make any statement in con- 
nection with the peace plan. President 
Lompers and Ralph: M. Easley, who fol- 
lowed, were equally reticent and said 
that it had been agreed that nothing was 
to be said. 

President Schwab came out later fn 
company with President Corey, Secretary 
Wren and Very] Preston and all succes- 
sively refused to talk. President Gom- 
pers said later that he would be in New 
York tomorrow, and that statement was 
taken as an indication that he has not 
given up his effort to effect a settlement. 

One of the steel officials made this brief 
statement: 

Nothing was accomplished by the con- 
ference. The strike is in just the same 
position as before it was held. Further 
action is with the strikers. I do not 
know of anything that is to be done. 
The steel corporation has re-stated its 
position and the men themselves must 
elect what they will do.”’ 

Charles M. Schwab's proposal to the 
strikers was thatethe company shall re- 
tain as ‘fopen”’ mills all those which it 
has succeeded ‘~ starting and operating 
since the strike was declared. All mills 
which the strikers have kept closed Mr. 
Schwab agrees shall remain union mills. 


Strikers Are Uneasy. 


Pittsbure Pa., September 4.—Agitation 
and uneasiness prevails in the ranks 
of the strikers tonight, caused by the 
apparently unfavorable developments of 
today. The leaders, however, profess to 
be satisfied with present conditions and 
Claim that ultimate victory will be 
theirs. 

Much was hoped for from the peace 
conference in New York, but the an- 
nouncement of the failure to reach a 
decision put a damper on these hopes. 
Still many hold to the belief that the 
matter now being up to the strike lead- 
ers to accept or reject whatever may 
have been the proposition made today, a 
settlement will speedily be reached. 

The following was handed to a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press today 
without comment by President Shaffer: 

‘Wheeling, W.-Va., September 2, 1901.— 
We, the members of Crescent lodge of 
the Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers assembled, de- 
nounce the statements made by J. D. 
Hickey when he says that this strike 
was instigated by President Shaffer and 
is not constitutional as absolutely false 
and not worthy of any consideration by 
the members of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation, and we deny the assertion that 
72 per cent of the mills of the United 
States Steel Corporation are at work. 

“STEVE DAWSON, President. 

“w. G. EVANS, Secretary.” 

The above, together with the telegram 
received by Mr. Shaffer today from Pres- 
ident Gompers, of the American federa- 
tion, denying that there was a meeting 
in Buffalo to consider the charges made 
by Mr. Hickey. would indicate that the 
charges have fallen flat. 

The steel officials are in a very con- 
fident mood tonight and appear to think 
the strike is broken effectually and that 
only a few days more will be required 
to make it a thing of the past. 

Organizer Schwartz, of the American 
federation, who organized the Pennsyl- 
vania tube works, called a meeting of 
his men this afternoon, at which it was 
decided that none of the men would re- 
turn until President Shaffer gave the 
word. 


Deputy Sheriffs Invade McKeesport. 


Preparations have been completed for 
the starting up of the Demmler tin plate 
plant at McKeesport. The start will be 
made with a full force of deputy sheriffs 
on guard, the American Tin Plate Com- 
pany having served notice on Sheriff Mc- 
Kinley, of this (Allegheny) county, that 
violence was feared. The request for pro- 
tection was made by Superintendent 
Lacuk, and Sheriff McKinley at once 
made arrangements for dispatching a 
large number of deputies to the scene. 

McKeesport was thrown into a state of 
consternation this afternoon by the ar- 
rival of the force of deputies. At the first 
intimation that such a course would be

BET LIKE PIKBRS 
ON DEUTSCHLAND 


Windew Glass Magnate Chambers De- 
nies High Gambling Stories. 


PLAYED POKER AND -POOLS 


But Stakes Were Not Very Large. 
Only One Hundred Dollars in 
the Biggest Jack Pot, 


Pittsburg, Pa., September 4.—James A. 
Chambers, president of the American 
Window Glass Company, whose name has 
been used in connection with the stortes 
of gambling on the recent trip of the 


Deutschland, and as a member of the 


Pittsburg syndicate which, as was al- 
leged, bet $260,000 to $150,000 on the Amer- 
ican cup defender, tonight issued the fol- 
lowing signed statement: 

‘With M. K. McMullin and several oth- 
er gentlemen I was in Europe on busi- 
ness. We came back on the Deutschland 
and there met many prominent Pitts- 
burgers, among them being A. R. Pea- 
cock, D. M. Clemson, Humphreys Miller, 
John K. Bryden and W. I. Mustin. Some 
of them were returning from their vaca- 
tion and having no business cares were 
enjoying themselves. 

“Every aay we had auction pools on 
the day’s run of the ship. Twenty men 
were in each pool, which averaged $700 to 
$800. These were $% pools. One day we 
had a $10 pool, which after the auction 
contained from $1,800 to $1,900. Another 
day we had one large hat or decimal 
pool. In this. pool were ten men, who put 
in $25 each, making $250. All the other 
pools were for $5 each, or $50 all together. 
, '“‘Bome of our party playe dmore or 
less poker every day during the voyage, 
the, limit of our game being $5. There 
was no such betting in the poker games 
as has been published. The largest pot 
on the entire trip did not exceed $100. 
There was no other poker or card game 
on the boat participated in by any one 
in which the stakes were any higher 
than the game mentioned, so that the 
betting was not extraordinary. 

*_.egarding the alleged wager of $250,000 
to $150,000, said to be made by a Pitts- 
burg syndicate of which I am supposed 
to be a member, I want to say as plainly 
and distinctly as I can, there is no such 
wager as far as Pittsburgers are con- 
cerned. No syndicate of Pittsburgers 
was formed in New York or in this city 
to put up $250,000 or any other sum, and 
no certified checks on any prominent 
bank or any other bank for that purpose 
was issued here yesterday. I do not 
know the intention of the publication of 
the story of the bet and the publication 
about heavy gambling, but I do know 
there is no truth in them. . 

“Owing to the, wide publication t!e 
matter has received within the past few 
days, I deem it necessary to make this 
statement on behalf of myself and 
friends. J. N. CHAMBERS.”

Cuban Editor Thinks Annexation 
Solution of Trade Problems. 


Havana, September 4.—The Advisador 
Commercial today publishes an article 
on the economic situation, the substance 
of which is that it is useless for Cuba 
to ask concessions from the United 
States unless Cuba is ready to enter 
under the American mantle. 

“The time has arrived,’’ the paper says, 
“to speak clearly. A vast majority of 
the industrial and wealthy element see 
and wish for this solution which is the 
onl question. The'‘only people who will 
not see it are the Cuban politicians.’’ 

The Union Espanola says: 

“A majority of the Americans wish 
for the annexation of Cuba. Also a ma- 
jority of the Americans think that Cuba, 
if left alone, would become like some 
of the American republics. This proves 
that Spain was right in denying inde- 
pendence to Cuba.” 
| The paper asks why, if the Americans 
thought this, they destroyed a situation 
whieh guaranteed peace and order in 
Cuba? 

The Discuscion protests against the ca- 
bled statements that the Cuban consti- 
tution is to be rejected at Washington, 
and says: 

“Tf this is so, it is because the United 
States does not wish for the immediate 
establishment of the republic and not be- 
cause the constitution is defective.”’

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SACKS OF COIN 
WON BY BANDITS 


Estimated That Cotton Belt 
Robbers Secured About 
$50,000. 


|BLOODHOUNDS ARE USED 


_ BUT ROBBERS ESCAPED 


Stolen Engine Found Near Scene of 
Hold-Up—Officers Believe That 
They Have Clews to the 
Identity of the 
Bandits. 


~~ 


Texarkana, Ark., September 4.—The six 
men who held up the Cotton Belt pas- 
Benger train at Eylau, Tex., last night, 
are still at large. The robbers evidently 
rode three horses up Akin creek and left 
them standing in the stream. They used 
a handcar and went five miles north, ag 
the handcar was found near where the 
train was first stopped. After looting the 
mail and express cars the robbers return- 
ed to the creek, mounted their horses 
and again rode down the stream, thus 
obliterating their trail. 

The robbers secured one package of 
$10,000 and it is said the entire haul was 
about $35,000. The express men, railroad 
officials and government officials. are re- 
luctant about discussing the robbery. 

At noon today the pursuing officers re- 
turned to Texarkana and reported that 
they could not find a Single clew that 
would show who the robbers were or 
which way they went. 

At 11 o'clock a special train went to the 
scene of, the holdup witn Colonel O. K. 
Wheeler, chief of the Cotton Belt detec- 
tives; Sheriff Stanley Edwards, United 
States Marshal John Grant and a large 
posse of deputies, who had with them a 
pack of bloodhounds. An effort will be 
made to strike a trail leading from Akin 
creek, 

At 4 o’clock another posse, headed by 
Constable James Rochelle, left for Evlau 
to try for a trail where the train was first 
stopped. Rochelle has with him a brace 
of hounds from Cass county, the best 
man trailers in Texas, and it is he- 
lieved that the trail will be struck before 
morning. Texas sheriffs are rushing here 
from every direction and are bringing 
deputies of every kind. 

Robbers Secured $50,000. 

Tonight the posse returned here, having 
called the bloodhounds from the track. 
It has been discovered that the train 
robbers secured one bag of gold which 
took the combined efforts of two men to 
curry from the express car to the engine. 
The through safe was dynamited. While 
the dogs were trailing it is claimed 
enough was learned to Place the guilty 
parties, who are. believed to be Texar- 
kana men, or at least one man, the re- 
mainder being boys. The arrest of the 
leader is looked for hourly. The amount 
of booty has been reported too low and 
it is now said will reach nearly $50,000. 

The Cotton Belt has offered a reward 
of $1,800 for the robbers and the express 
company 10 per cent of all monev re- 
covered. All of the posses have been 
called to Texarkana and pursuit is now 
confined strictly to Texarkana. 

The Cotton Belt passenger train, south- 
bound, due to Jeave Texarkana at 9:25 
o'clock last night, was delayed in its de- 
parture and did not get out until 11 
o'clock. It reached the Texas and Pacific 
crossing, four miles south of Texarkana, 
about 11:25 p. m. As it stopped six men 
boarded the train. Two of these got on 
the engine and compelled the engineer 
and fireman to go back and cut the mail 
and express cars from the train. When 
this had been done the six men then 
boarded the engine, left the fireman with 
the train and the engineer was instructed 
to pull out south. The train was run to 
Eylau, a small siding, where a stop was 
made. 

While one man guarded the engine the 
others went back to the express car, 
ferced the doors ard blew open the safe. 
They took their time at work, and when 
they had concluded returned to the loco- 
motive with two sacks heavy with booty. 
These they tossed on the engine. 

Took Charge of Engine. 

Turning to the engineer, one of them 
said: 

“We will just shell road you here. You 
are not the only engineer in this crowd, 
and I guess we can run this machinea few 
miles without your assistance. When vou 
locate your wagon, figure the run in on 
your mileage, as we won't put in time 
for the run we make.”’ 

Putting out the headlight, the bandit 
engineer opened the throttle and pulled 
out. Engineer Henderson was left with 
the express and mall cars and the mes- 
senger and postal clerk. He made his 
way to a section house near the scene, 
and, procuring a hand car and some as- 
sistance in propelling it, started on a 
search for the locomotive. 

At a point south of Rowan, within 4 
miles of Redwater, they came upon the 
Kleserted engine upon the main track, 
throttle closed, lights out and no one in 
sight. The engine was at the bottom of 
a grade and either had been deserted or 
been left at a. point farther north and 
was allowed by its own weight to -seck 
the level track, Engineer Henderson took 
possession, backed to the express and 
mail cars and coupled up. 

The train was not put together until! 
early this morning. Some time after mid- 
night Henderson succeeded in getting his 
engine and the two cars back to where 
the first stop was made by the robbers, 
and the train proceeded south to Mount 
Pleasant, the division point. There a full 
report was made and the officials of ihe 
company ordered everything done possi- 
ble to locate the robbers. 

Passengers Not Molested. 

In the meantime Conductor Armstrong 
and several passengers had walked back 
to Texarkana and given the alarm. With- 
out delay the sheriff organized a posse 
and started in pursuit, and the conductor 
returned to his train. 

The passengers were not molested. 
While Superintendegt Russ, of the Pa- 
cific Express Compapy, admits that the 
robbers secured muc money, he refused 
to make a statement, 

The work was done by men more ex- 
perienced in railroading than in robbery. 
They knew the stops of the train and 
vere prepared for the emergency thus 
presented. It was not necessary for them 
to flag the engineer and when he stopped 
for the crossing, they climbed aboard. 
They were armed, but did not make un- 
necessary display of their weapons, All 
were masked, and each wore a coat. The 
country where tbe hold-up occurred is 
densely wooded so that the robbers have 
had an opportunity to double on their 
tracks through the timber and hide wheir 


route.

After narrating evidences of negro- 
phobia in the north and west, The 
Times says: 

Within the past year negroes have been 
mobbed in Colorado, Kansas, New York, 
Indiana, New Jersey, Missouri, Oklahoma, 
Indian Territory, not to mention Texas 
and other southern states. Negroes have 
been burned at the stake in Kansas, Colo- 
rado, Texas, Tennessee, and perhaps there 
are Otner cases we do not now recall. 
The most alarming feature for negro 
rights is that nobody seems to be raising 
Very strenuous objections to the pro- 
| gramme for driving out the negro. The 
white people seem to be getting tired of 
him. He has not met expectations and 
does not improve on acquaintance. Public 
sentiment is growing indifferent to his 
wrongs and the public conscience callous. 

It is certain that there is not a 
newspaper in the south that would 
treat the negro race so cavalierly, and 
dismiss him so heartlessly. It shows 
again that people not accustomed to 
the negro do not’ understand him. 
After having taken him up and piaced 
him upon ‘the impossible pedestal of 
equality with the white man, they 
stand ready to dash him to the ground 
for causes not of his making. This 
is unjust to the negro race, and shows 
where the people of the south are 
forced into his defense, 

‘What are the facts? Here in Geor- 
gia, for instance, the negro stands in 
a proportion almost equal. Of this 
population ninety-nine one-hun- 
dredths are engaged in attending 
to their own business, either as 
acceptable employees or on their 
own account. They have accumulated 
millions of dollars, and have among 
their number merchants, professional 
men and artisans. These men are per- 
| fect y contented with their lot, doing 
their duty toward society and the 
state, and improving in home-keeping 
and culture. In all the talk of lynch- 
ing, etc., this population stands in per- 
fect safety... The one man in the hun- 
dred is a criminal. Moved by unholy 
instinct, that one proceeds to the com- 
mission of a crime shocking the public 
sense and resulting in summary ven- 
geance. Are the ninety-nine to be con- 
demned because of the crime of the 
one? The Kansas editor would bunch 
the whole population and declares that 
there would be “no very: strenuous 
objections to the programme for driv- 
ing out the negro.”’ 

That may be true of the north, but 
not of the south. Even if an unusual 
number of negroes guilty of certain 
crimes are unlawfully put out of the 
way, that does not lead to the eonclu- 
sion that the law-observing majority 
should be treated unjustly. 


Controlling Yellow Fever. 


A recent editorial in The Philadel- 
phia Medical Journal calls attention to 
the marvelous decrease in the number 
of yellow fever cases in Havana since 
the introduction of improved sani- 
tary conditions by the Americans. 

Major W. C. Gorgas, chief sanitary 
officer for Havana, states in his re- 
port for July that a most gratifying 
fight has been waged against the yel- 
low fever scourge, and that amid a 
total population of 257,777, only four 
cases of the fever were reported in 
July and two of these occurred in 
children and were of a mild form. 
Only one case resulted fatally. This 
condition is most encouraging when it 
is remembered that in 1897, before the 
outbreak of the Spanish-American 
war, there were 168 deaths from yel- 
low fever in Havana in the month of 
July. In 1899, under American con- 
trol, there were but two deaths during 
that month and this year only one. 
The attention of the department now 
is being directed to the extermination 
of infected mosquitoes on whom has 
been charged the mischief of carrying 
the germs of the disease. 

This pleasing condition will have the 
effect of allaying much of the fear 
caused by the dreaded yellow fever 
scourge and its associate evils of shot- 
gun quarantine and prostrated busi- 
ness. It has been established beyond 
doubt that the greatest fear to the 
south has been from the fever infect- 
ed districts of our recently acquired 
island territory. With the spread of 
improved sanitary regulations in Cuba 
the danger of infection from this quar- 
ter will be materially lessened. 

The death rate in Havana for the 
month of July was 2499 per 1,000, less 
than that in many American cities. 
For the week ending July 6 the death 
rate in New York was 41.86 and in 
Pittsburg it was 34.03. 

While the cities in the north and 
west were suffering from the effect of 
the abnormal heat, Atlanta was enjoy- 
ing delightful breezes and a tempera- 
ture that never rose above 97 degrees 
—the top notch figure in the records of 
the Atlanta weather bureau. The 
moral is obvious. 

Sweltering millions must turn their 
faces southward to enjoy cool sum- 
mers and a salubrious climate the yedr 
round.

It 
would be as idie for the peoplé of the 
United States to try to shirk thes« 
burdens as it would be for the people 
of other countries to expect them to 
do so. The Monroe doctrine is a pro- 
gressive theory, adapting itself to the 
requirements of the age. When it 
found utterance in 1816 the idea was 
to declare against European conquest 
of soil, from which the pioneers of 
both continents had hardly escaped. 
Since that period the idea of territo- 
rial conquest has largely been aban- 
doned throughout the world, and it 
has been succeeded by a demand for 
special commercial consideration. The 
European warship now sails into port 
as the collecting agent of private indi- 
viduals living in a foreign country, but 
refusing to be governed by its laws. 


Of recent years there have been inva-. 


sions of American ports for the hos- 
tile purpose of coilecting debts by can- 
nonade. German warships have ter-. 
rorized Haiti, and Italian warships 
have trained their guns against Car- 
tagena. In this changed condition—a 
development of conquest—the Monroe 
doctrine has not lost its intrinsic pur- 
pose of protecting the American conti- 
nents against imposition. The levy 
of tribute is the most degrading form 
of conquest. . 
In advancing toward this develop 

ment of the Monroe theory, there is 
neither change of policy on the part 
of the United States, nér hostility: to- 
ward foreign nations. As long as the 
nations of the world place their trust 
in justice and reasonable negotiation, 
there will be nothing for them to fear. 
But one point must be conceded: the 
western hemisphere is, on no account, 
to become the football of the east. 
In so far as Vice President Roosevelt 


may have hinted at this condition he.

While our imports likewise show 
an increase. 

Up to the present time this year our 
exports have aggregated $15,484,738, 
against $13,399,680 for 1900. When 
the full returns are made the aggre- 
gate will be found much greater.

The 
Metropolitan museum is one of the finest 
art institutions in the world, and it is im- 
possible to believe it will be the recipient 
ef looted goeds. What would be said 
were English or German troops to plun- 
der the museum of its treasures while 
temporarily in possession of New York? 
This Chinese looting was worse. It was 
not confined to the public 
but was carried into the homes of all 
who had money enough to build fine resi- 
dences and furnish them.”’

R. HOGE’S APOLOGY.

Replying to the criticism of Dr. Peyton 
H. Hoge, for lending the color of the 
church to the marriage of H.. M. Fias- 
ler, he has written a statement which 
appears in The Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal. In it he says: 

“I have no wish to make a statement 
on my own account. Those who know 
me will know that I would not decide 
such a matter lightly or without serious 
consideration. For the sake of the pub- 
lic ‘interests involved it 13, however, 
proper that I should say something. 
There are three theories of a ministers 
duty with regard to the remarriage of 
divorced persons. One ‘s that of the 
rropased new canons of the piscopal 
church, making it unlawful in any case. 
This would save the miniscry much trceu- 
ble but, in my judgment, goes beyond the 
scriptures. Another is the theory that & 
minister has no responsibilitv bevond the 
laws of the iand, This is to leave mar 
riage at the mercy of the courts and leg- 
islatures. The intermediate theory which 
L hold is that it is the duty 6f every min- 
ister to investigate the facts of the case 
presented before he acts, and to cecide 
each case upon its merits according to 
his best judgment in the iight cf the facts 
and of the word of God. Of cvourse, if 
the parties have no claim upon him, he 
is free to discuss the matter.” 


“What were your relations with the 
persons in this case?’ 

“With Mr. Flagler I have had only & 
brief but very pleasant acquaintance of 
one or two years. He has impressed me 
as an unusually high-toned Christian 
gentleman. But it was not on his ac- 
count, but on account of my relations to 
Miss Kenan and her family that I was 
asked to officiate.

A German Dream.

There is a dream at Berlin, embodied in 
a map at the foreign office in the Wil- 
helmsstrasse, of a great Germanic em- 
pire extending from the North sea. and 
the Baltic to the Aegean and the Black 
sea, and from the frontier conceded to 
the so-called Latin races on the west to 
the line of the Dnieper on the east.

garv. The Pester Lioyd, when it warned 
the Russian press that instead of Rou- 
mania being cracked like a nut, as The 
Rossiya had said, between Russia and 
Bulgaria, Russia might have to defend 
herself at Kiev. 

The meaning of this is understood in 
Russia, and has not been lost in Constan- 
tinople, where the perpetual German pres- 
sure acquiesced in by England has be 
come irksome, and is causing something 
like a revolt in the mind of the sultan. 
His feeling against the latter power has 
just been embittered by the action of the 
resident at Aden, who sent an expedition 
to destroy a fortified post on what the, 
sultan claims to be Ottoman territory, 
and by the encouragement thereby given 
to the Arabs of southwestern Arabia who 
are always more or tess in active revolt 
against his atithority. 

In this way events are working against 
Germanic designs and for Slavonic con- 
solidation and the revival of Italy. 
Whether the processes now in operation 
are to be worked out peacefully or 
through force may be determined within 
a brief period.

POLITICAL AND PERSONAL 
AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


The charges that have been made by 
some of those who are taking part in 
the gubernatorial campaign, with refer- 
ence to the taxation of railroads, and 
the methods employed in securing the 
returns, has caused some little talk at 


the capitol as a natural consequence, 


though fone of the officials exhibit any 
perturbation of spirit because of any of 
the harsh things that have been said. As 
a matter of fact the indications are that 
the railroads are being held to closer ac- 
count every year. Speaking of the ralil- 
road returns this year Comptroller Gen- 
eral W. A. Wright said yesterday: 
‘There is not a railroad in the state 
over fifty miles in length whose tax re- 
tutns have not been increased this year.” 
This means that the tax valuation of 
every railroad of any size or consequence 
in the state has been increased this year. 
This result has been brought about in 
some instances by arbitration, and in 
others by the roads giving in increased 
returns on their property on account of 
physical additions to it or improvement 
in earning capacity. Another statement 
made by Comptroller General Wright 
shows to what cextent this increase has 


gone. He said: 
‘The increase in railroad tax returns 
this year will be more than $5,500,000 over 


last year.” 

An official who was talking about the 
matter yesterday said that there was no 
doubt the railroads were being held to 
strict accourt. In every instance he de- 
clared where there was a doubt about a 
rettimn as given in by a railroad company, 
that return had been raised by the comp- 
troller general, and where the railroad 
objected the matter went to arbitration. 


A south Georgia politician who was 
here yesterday in talking on this lina 


said: 

“I notice that Hon. Dupont Guerry in 
his Pelham speech said that the Savan- 
nah, Florida and Western railroad re- 
turned for taxation only about $7,000,000. 
Then he quoted from Poor’s Manual to 
show that the Savannah, Florida and 
Western, according to its own figures, 
was worth more than $24,000,000. Mr. 
Guerry, according to the accounts of his 
speech, drew the conclusion that this 
road was giving in less than one-third of 
its valug for taxation. Mr. Guefrry ap- 
pears to have overlooked the fact that at 
least one-half, and I believe more than 
one-half, of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western railroad is in the state of Flori- 
da. Under these circumstances it is not 
surprising that it was fot given in for 
taxation in Georgia. I am not defending 
the railroads, but I believe that justice 
should be done the officials of the state 
who have this matter in charge and who, 
l am satisfied, are doing everything in 
their power in the interests of Geofgia.”’ 


Governor Candler left the city yester- 
day afternoon at 4 o’clock for Wetump- 
ka, Ala. He expects to bring Mrs. Cand- 
ler back to Atlanta if she is able to 
travel. Reports from her have been quite 
encouraging, and she is now much better 
than she was a few. days ago. Governor 
and Mrs. Candler will probably return 
to the city tomorrow. 


A politician who lives in the southeast- 
ern section of the state, though not in 
Savannah, remarked at the capitol yes- 
terday: 

“The number of votes that Colonel J. 
H. Estill will get in my section of the 
state is going to surprise somebody. I 
have heard considerable talk in my sec- 
tion favorable to the Savannah candi- 
date, and the indications are that he is 
going to carry several counties in that 
section. Personally I think Joe Terrell 
has the lead over all of the other candi- 
dates at the present time, but those who 
think that Colonel Estill has no following 
in that section of the state are likely to 
find themselves badly mistaken. I have 
not been over into Captain Henry G. 
Turner’s bailiwick recently and am not 
prepared to say how he stands. His little 
squabble with Colonel Estill, however, 
has fot done either of the south Geor- 
gia candidates any good.” 


The railroad commission will hold a 
meeting on September 10 for the purpose 
of taking up some matters which went 
over from the last meeting as well as 
minor matters which have come up since 
that time.

As it carries a forty-eight-year grant, 
it is said it stan$s in danger of the 
mayor’s veto, 

aldermanic board first limited the 
franchise to twenty-one years, and then 
struck out the amendment. This, of 
course, left this feature as it was passed 
by council. 

The other amendments by the aldermanic 
board were concurred in. They are sub- 
stantially as follows: That the line may 
be double tracked on streets where the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company has 
no track; that the city reserves the right 
to grant the use of the company’s tracks 
on the Peters street viaduct to other com- 
paniés upon payment of proper compensa- 
tion, and that the track between Walker 
and Leonard streets shall be subject to 
een and use by both compa- 
nies. 

Tthere was some discussion then as to 
whether it was necessary for council to 
' adopt the franchise as amended. Upon 

reco endation of City Attorney May- 
son, it was finally decided that it would 
be better to take action upon the whole 
franchise as it stood. Upon motion of 
Councilman Hill that the ordinance be 
a as amended, the vote stood as 
follows: . : 

For the franchise—Councilmen Barrett, 
Fincher, Rawson, Lewis, Reed, Terry, 
Garrett, Longino and Hill—9. 

Against the franchise—Councilmen Min- 
hinnett, Adams and Kontz—3. 

These latter wanted the twenty-one- 
vear limit in the ordinance. The paper 
will now go at once to the mayor. 


Franchise Quickly Granted. 


An interesting event of the council meet- 
ing last night, and one that was some- 
what unusual, was the granting of an 
entirely new franchise to the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company within less than 
thirty minutes. This ordinance, on the 
request of Councilman Reed, was put on 
its second reading and promptly paased. 

This franchise, so freely given, may be 
termed the Jones avenue franchise. It 
gives the Transit company the right, un- 
der the ugual requirements and restric- 
tions, except that the term is for forty- 
eight years, to build a line from the cor- 
ner of Jones avenue and Gray atreet, 
along Jonés avéntie to Davis street and 
along Davis to Rock street, where it will 
connect with the Transit line on_ that 
street. 

Chairman Reed stated that this ordi- 
nance was designed to give the Transit 
company a, route. to its power house, and 
the committee on railways thought it 
right, therefofe, to grant it for the full 
term of the company’s charter. The or- 
dinance went at once to its second read- 
ing. 

There was considerable discussion over 
an amendment by Councilman Kontz, 
providing that the company should not 
haul freight for hire on this line. There 
is an ordinance against such hauling of 
freight, but the amendment was finally 
passed. 

Councilman Kontz then offered an 
amendment limiting the franchise to 
twenty-one years. Alderman Kilpatrick 
and Councilman Kontz were the only 
members present who voted in favor of 
this amendment. Alderman Welch stated 
in view of the explanation of Councilman 
Reed he would not vote for twenty-one 
years jn this case. 

The amendment was voted down and 
the ordinance was then passed, Council- 
man Kontz being the only member who 
voted against it. 

The franchises for physical connections 
and short lines applied for by the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company, and 
the Piedmont avenue franchise, asked for 
by the Transit company, were referred 
back to the committee on electric and 
other railways on motion of Councilman 
Reed. This action was taken because the 
Power company has requested to be heard 
on one provision of the ordinances in- 
volved. — 


TO CONFER WITH M’CONNELL.

REFUSES PERMIT 


Mennish Case Will Now Go Into the 
Courts. 


TO APPLY FOR MANDAMUS 


Seventeen Members of Council Yes- 
terday Voted Not To Give Dr. 
Monnish Authority To 
Erect a House on 
Peachtree Street. 


For the second time council] has refused 
to grant Dr. W. A. Monnish a permit to 
erect a house on his property at the cor- 
ner of Peachtree street and Forrest av- 
enue. 


This brings the matter up to the courts, 


for Captain James F. O'Neill, counsel 
for Dr. Mortinish, stated last night that 
he intended applying today for a man- 
damus to compel the city bullding inspec- 
tor to issue to his client the necessary 
permit. 

The vote of council.on the matter was 
almost unanimous. Councilman Longino 
was the only one who voted against the 
motion to refuse the permit petitioned for. 
He voted the same way when the mat- 
ter was before council some weeks ago. 
His position was that he thought Dr. 
Monnish had the right to build. 

Last week Captain O'Neill, acting for 
his client, filed an application with the 
city inspector for a building permit. Prop- 
erty owners residing near the corner of 
Peachtree and Forrest avenue also filed a 
protest against the granting of this per- 
mit, and Inspector Pittman declined to 
issue the desired paper on the ground that 
council had already refused to give Dr. 
Monnish authority to build. He re- 
ferred all of the papers in the casé to 
council, and in this way the matter came 
up again yesterday afternoon. 

When the building inspector's communi- 
cation covering the matter was read, 
Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson moved that the 
rules be suspended in order that Captain 
O’Neill might have the privilege of ad- 
dressing council. Captain O’Niell wanted 
to hear from the objectors first, and final- 
ly Mr. Johnson took the floor. He said 
he was still opposed to granting the 
permit, and felt convinced that the house 
‘was intended for a sanitarium and not a 
private residence, 

In reply O'Neill declared that any man 
who owned property in Atlanta had the 
right to build a house on his land pro- 
vided his plans and specifications con- 
formed to the requirements of the city as 
far as fire limits and plumbing arrange- 
ments were concerned. 


Had Not Looked at Plans. 


He asked Inspector Pittman, who was 
in the chamber, if the plans for the 
Monnish house were not all mMght, and 
the inspector replied that they met all the 
requirements for a residence, Captain 
O'Niell said that Dr. Monnish had a con- 
tract with P. F. Smith, from whom he 
had purchased the lot, that nothing but 
a residence should be built on the prop- 
erty. The contract with the builder was 
for a residence, he said. 

Mr. Johnson again had a few words to 
say. He stated that the card of Dr. and 
Mrs. Monnish, one of which he exhibited, 
was proof positive that the house was 
not intended for a private residence. Sev- 
eral other members of ‘council spoke on 
the subject, and then a vote was taken. 
It resulted as follows: 

To refuse the permit—Messfrs. Kiipat- 
rick, Day, Welch, Pierce, LaHatte, Bar- 
rett, Fincher, Rawson, Lewis, Minhinnett, 
Reed, Terry, Garrett, Adams, Glass, 
Kontz and: Hill—17. 

Contrary—Councilman Longino—1. 

Dr. Longino stated that he had voted 
against the motion to refuse a permit be- 
fore and thought he did right. He said 
he was still of that opinion, as all phy- 
sicians were privileged to treat patients 
at their homes.

PREVENT SALE 
OF WATER WORKS 


Council Passes a Resolution 


Charter Amendment. 


WERE TWO SCHEMES ON 
FOOT, DECLARED KONTZ 


Some of the Councilmen Thought 
the Resolution Unnecessary, 
but Voted To Pass It. 
Longino Included Sani- 
tary Department 


The city council passed a resolution 
yesterday looking to securing an amend- 
ment to the city’s charter to prevent the 
sale or leasing of the city water works 
system, or any part of ita 

During the discussion Councilman 
Kontz declared he was informed of two 
schemes that were on foot to buy the 
water works just before the last bond 
election. Councilman Longino called for 
the name of his informant and‘ further 
information about these schemes, but 
Councilman Kontz declined to give them. 

The resolution called upon the ordi- 
hatice committee to seek to secure from 
the legislature an amendment declaring 
it unlawful for the city council, the board 
of water commissioners or anybody else 
to sell or lease or farm out the city 
water works system or any part of it. 
The resolution brought forth considerable 
discussion. 

Councilman Kontz Talks. 

Councilman Kontz said there had been 
considerable talk of schemes on foot to 
buy the city. water works, and the ob- 
ject of this resolution is to forestall any-~- 
thing of this kind and make it forever 
impossible to dispose in any way of the 
city’s most valuable asset. 

Councilman Longino opposed the reso- 
lution, as he did not think the city need- 
ed a guardian. 

*It-is a ridiculous and a foolish plece 
of useless legisiation,’’ he said. ‘There 
are not one hundred people in Atlanta 
but would strenuously oppose any such 

lan.”’ 
 Cousiitenhn Reed, in urging the resolu- 
tion, spoke of the Philadelphia gas case. 

“None of the people there wanted to 
sell the gas plant,’’ he said, ‘‘but a crowd 
got together and bought up the Phila- 
delphia council and then bought up that 
valuable property. It is against just such 
a possibility as this that we want to 
provide,’ 


Could Not Be Bought. 


“Why, there’s not a man in this coun- 
cil today that can be bought,’’ retorted 
Dr. Longino, “and I don’t believe the 
people of Atlanta will ever elect a coun- 
cil that can be bought.”’ 

Councilman Reed was in favor of pro- 
hibitions against legislative bodies. ‘‘I 
would like to see other prohibitions in 
our charter. I would like to see our 
charter limit the terms for which fran- 
chises should be granted by the city.’”’ 

An amendment by Councilman Reed to 
the effect that the water works should 
never be sold or ieased except by consent 
of the people by referendum, was carrid 
by a unanimous vote. 

Then Councilman Longino wanted to 
amend by including a prohibition against 
the sale of the sanitary department, and 
Councilman Barrett wanted to include 
Lakewood, but they were too late and 
the resolution was passed simply with 
Councilman Reed's amendment. Council- 
men Longino and Hill were the only 


members of the general council who 
voted against the resolution. 


PARMERS SHOULD SAVE HAY 


Entomologist Scott Says the Western 
Crop Is Very Scarce. 


| 


HEAVY ADVANCE IN THE PRICE 


It Is Predicted Hay Will Go to $25 
Per Ton in Georgia This 
Season. 


State Entomologist W. M. Scott, who 
has just returned from the convention of 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, held in Denver, 
Cols., brings the report that the hay 
crop of the west is almost a total loss, 
and that the situation with the corn crop 
is pretty nearly as bad. 

Mr. ott traveled through Colorado 
and other western states and gathered 
much information on this line that will 
be of value to the Georgia farmer. He 
found that western hay which formerly 
sola in the western markets at $5 per 
ton has advanced to $16.50. The scarcity 
of the hay crop he considers alarming, 
and it is thought by the officials of the 
department of agriculture that hay will 
sell in Georgia during the coming win- 
ter as high as $25 per ton. 

Mr. Scott says that corn will be cor- 
respondingly high. As an indication of 
the situation in the west, he says stock 
raisers are rushing their beeves and hogs 
to market for slaughter so that they will 
not be put to the expense of feeding them 
this fall. 

For these reasons it is urged by the 
department of agriculture that Georgia 
farmers should be careful to save all the 
hay and feed stuffs possible this fall. The 
hay crop in Georgia is a good one and 
corn has done fairly well. The chances 
are, however, that the farmers will need 
pretty near everything in this line they 
have raised in order to avoid paying 
higher prices for feed later on in the sea- 


son. 

Mr. Scott said a large number of prom- 
inent scientists were gathered at the con- 
vention from all parte of the country, 
and the meeting was a most interesting 
and profitable one. Mr. Scott read two 
papers before the entomological section, 
one of them being on the ‘‘Georgia Meth- 
od of Combatting the Curculio,” and the 
other “A New Species of Plant Lice At- 
tacking Peach and Plum Trees,’’ 

Mr. Scott said the entomologists there 
were greatly interested in the methods 
used in Georgia for the care and culture 
of the fruit trees. There are many orch- 
ards in Colorado and other states of the 
west, he said, but they do not compare 
with those of Georgia. 


Kept in Port by Strike. 

New York, September 4.—A_ strike 
among the crew of the Red Star steam- 
ship Southwark prevented that vessel 
from sailing for Antwerp at noon today 
as scheduled. Two members of the crew 
were arres ‘several days ago on 
charges of smuggling tobacco and are 
still in prison.

MINDER GRANTED RESPITE 


Governor Acts on Account of Su- 
preme Court Writ of Error.

I. Minder, of Magon, who is under sen- 
tence of death for the murder of Andrew 
Mahoney, a Macon tailor, was granted a 
respite of thirty days by Governor Can- 

ler yesterday. The action of the gov- 
ernor was due to the writ of error which 
has just been granted by the supreme 
court of the United States, which will 
carry the matter before that court for 
review. 

Governor Candler was at first in doubt 
as to whether a respite would be neces- 
sary. In such cases the writ of error usu- 
ally acts as a supersedeas, and the gov- 
ernor was in doubt as to whether any ac- 
tion at all on his part would be required. 
He referred the matter to Attorney Gen- 
eral J. M. Terrell, who advised him that 
the writ of error would act as a super- 
sedeas after it had been served, but there 
was some doubt about the service being 
perfected until after the time set for Min- 
der to hang. The attorney general, there- 
fore, recommended a respite to meet any 
emergency of this kind that might arise. 
It is probable that the writ of error will 
be served within that time. 

The supreme court of Georgia has turn- 
ed Minder down, and his case goes to the 
supreme court of the United States, it is 
said, on the ground that it was impossi- 
ble to compel the attendance of witnesses 
for the defense, who were residing in 
Alabama. It is belleved the action of 
the United States court in taking up the 
case will at least give Minder another 
year’s lease on life. hére is much ahead 
on that court’s docket, and it is liable 
to be some months before the case is 
reached.

“I had the word of a majority of the 
Western Jockey Club,” continued Judge 
Murphy, “that at the meeting Monday 
n tthe horsemen for whom I asked re- 
inStatement would be placed in good 
standing. These solemn promises have 
been broken. A horseman who has been 
Delmar’s most ardent supporter, a few 
men who are far-renowned from the local

field and others who could be of no use, 
have been reinstated. Those who have 
been our friends have been ignored. The 
Western Jockey Club neither seems 
strong enough to help its friends nor in- 
jure its enemies. I have made this fight 
simply to save racing in Missouri. The 
wires are already set to destroy it, and as 
a racing man, I am simply trying to save 
it. If Kinloch falls, racing in Missouri 
is doomed.”’ 

Judge Murphy stated that notwithstand- 
ing the black eye dealt Kinloch park by 
the Western Jockey Club, his track would 
fill out its present schedule. The close of 
the present meeting is set for September 
14, but they have the option of continu- 
ing to November 1. Whether. they will 
take advantage of the option, Judge 
phy said he was not quite certain, but 
the probabilities are that they will.

tance in 12 minutes and 10 seconds, lower- 
ing the former state amateur record of 
13 minutes and 5 seconds for the distance. 

Mr. Castle now has Jones in hand, 
and will seek to bring out the best the 
boy possesses of racing qualities. Speak- 
ing yesterday of his latest find, Mr. Cas- 
tle said: 

“Jones has all of the essential qualities 
and characteristics of a fast and game 
rider. Already, he has demonstrated his 
possession of the qualities the best riders 
show in the earlier stages of their ca- 
reers. Jones has plenty of nerve and is 
a fighter, never lagging or quitting, no 
matter what the odds may be against 
him, until after the race is run. 

“This is what it takes for a rider to 
succeed. I can not, of course, venture a 
prophecy at this time with any certainty, 
but it will not surprise me if Wifi Jones 
has in him the making of another Wal- 
thour or a Chapman.”’

mills run as they did last year, including the 
new concerns in operation, their consumption 
would have reached 1.725.000 bales 

He claims that with anything like fair trade, 
the latter amount should be exceeded during 
the coming season. 

He shows that including those which com- 
menced building last year, there are now 42 
new mills in course of construction in the south 
with 846.214 spindles, showing that the work 
of building up the industry is stil] going on at 
a rapid rate, though the conditions do not star@ 
comparison with last year’s phenomenal re- 
sults. 


The World’s Corsumption. 


One of the most interesting features in Mr. 
Hesters report is the showing of the world’s 
consumption of American cotton for the past 
three seasons which he puts at 10,161,000 for 
this year, against 10,995,000 for 1899-1900— 
figures of which have been revised—and 10,- 
759.000 for 1898-99. 

He quotes a dispatch from Mr. Thomas Elli- 
son. of Liverpool, the distinguished English 
cotton statistician, in which that authority 
places the surplus mill stocks in Europe of all 
kinds of cotton at the close of August, 1901, at 
546.000 bales, against 545,000 last vear. Mr. 
Ellison approximates that the European mills 
hold 409,000 bales of American cotton, againat 
the same last year.

“GUARD'S TROUBLES 


DENIED BY O’NBILL 


Refutes Statement That He Wants 
Board of Trustees Abolished. 


PLANNED FOR NEW BOARD 


Says He Knows of No Faction, Wo 
Trouble and No Desire on Part 
of Members To Indulge 
in Fisticuffs. 


According to Captain James F. O'Neill, 
commanding officer of the Gate City 
Guard, disruption and factional differ- 


ences are unknown quantities in the rank 


and file of this crack organization, and 
the white wings of peace and harmony 
flutter triumphant over the heads of the 
state’s defenders. 

Captain O'Neill took occasion yesterday 
to deny a statement coming from a mem- 
ber of his company, relative to the abol- 
ishing of the Guard’s board of trustees 
and also to alleged factional differences 
existing in the company, which appeared 
in yesterday's Constitution. 

Captain O’Nelll said he had never want- 
ed the board of trustees abolished, and 
that he is now formulating plans for the 
establishment of a new board. Reiative 
to the assertion that no meeting was 
held on Tuesday night because the mem- 
bers learned that he was planning to abol- 
ish the board of trustees, he made denial 
in toto. He said the meeting was not 
held because a sufficient number was 
not present to form a quorum; that the 
meeting was the regular monthly one, and 
only routine matters were to be consid- 
ered. 

Statement of Captain O’Neill. 


' When seen by a representative of The 
Constitution, Captain O'Neill made the 
following statement: 

“In answer to the article in this morn- 
and simply to de- 
stroy any misapprehension on the part 
of the members, of the Gate City Guard 
about my position, if that were necessary, 
I have to say: 

“First, the Guard is well aware, and I 
have stated to them that I do not care 
where the armory is built, or how the 
armory is built, or under what circum- 
stances it is built. Only that it shall be 
built, and that they shall determine when, 
where and how it shall be built. 

“Second, that I have not now, and never 
have had an intention or desire to abolish 
the board of trustees. On the contrary, 
I believe that only by a board of trus- 
tees, properly constituted, can the finan- 
cial affairs of the company be admin- 
istered. 

“Third, Tuesday night was the regular 
monthly meeting of the Guard. So far

features. The meeting was not held 
simply and purely because there were not 
twenty-seven men present, which makes 
the proper quorum, or majority of the 
company. 

“Fourth, I know of no faction, no trou- 
ble and no desire on the part of the mém- 
bers to indulge in fisticuffs. I am unable,

the part of the newspapers, to discover 
the name of the man who gave the al- 


-leged facts to.The Constitution, but this 1s 


true, that there is only one real fact in 
the entire article, and that is, that no 
quorum was present, a thing which fre- 
quently. happens on account of the en- 
Zagements of members of the company, 
the law requiring 50 per cent of them to 
be present only once a month. 

“In future, allaw me to ask that before 
any further misrepresentation shall be 
printed, you will seek to obtain some- 
thing of the real condition of affairs. As 
I have stated. in a former card, the 
Guard are always ready and willing to do 
their duty, to risk their lives on riot calls 
and to obey their-commander whenever 
under arms. 

“As an evidence of the fact that I am 
formulating plans for a new board of 
trustees, I invited Mr. Silverman to be 
present Tuesday night, thinking to ob- 
tain his assistance in reorganizing the 
board of trustees, he being the only man, 


except Mr. Clarke, not a member of the 


active company, who was a member of 
the old board of trustees. This is the 
lagt I have to say on the subject of the 
affairs of the Guard. The orators may 
now occupy the paper as much as they 
please. All of these facts are known to 
the members of the Gate City Guard.”

Statement to the Public. 


The following statement to the public 
relative to the sale of the boxes has been 
given out by Secretary T. H. Martin:

a meeting held on yesterday, unanimously rec- 
ommended that boxes be auctioned, said recom- 
mendation being as follows:

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T. W. Martin, of Decatur, decided sev- 
eral weeks ago to make his township an 
offer of cheap electric lighting in place of 
the present gasoline system. With this 
purpose in view he consulted with the 
Atlanta firm of Collier & Brown, elec- 
trical and hydraulic engineers, requesting 
estimates and a report concerning the 
price at which he could furnish lights and 
get a fair profit, 

The sequel to the decision of Mr. Mar- 
tin and his consultation with engineers 
broke out fiercely at the meeting of the 
Décatur council Tuesday night. Mr. Mar- 
tin's proposition, which was based upon 
the securing of a twenty-year exclusive 
franchise, was up for consideration when 
opposition to the granting of the fran- 
chise was led by Preston Arkwright, at- 
torney for the Georgia Electric Light 
Company. 

Mr, Martin was not present at the meet- 
ing, but was represented by W. R. Collier, 
of Collier & Brown. .The meeting was 
lively and instructive, and a strong light 
was thrown on the price of electricity as 
a lighting commodity, 

Succinctly put, the proposition of Mr. 
Martin is as follows: 

To provide Decatur, Ga., with 


lights, 

To require a twenty-year excla- 
sive franchise. : 

To furnish 15 arc lights at $54.55 
each per year. 

To. furnish 28 fifty-candle Power 
incandescents at $13.65 each per 
year. 

To furnish residence lights at 12 
cents per kilowatt hour. 

To sell the plant to the city at the 
end of the franchise grant. 


This would give the town of Decatur 
an electric lighting system at a cost of 
$1,200 per year, as against the present 
gasoline lighting at $1,100 annually. 
Georgia Electric Light Company 

Kicks. 

This plan did not fulfill what the Geor- 
gia Electric Light Company considered a 
safe and compensating contract to the 
town—especially the granting of an ex- 
clusive franchise. 

In the meeting of the council Mr. Ark- 
wright arose to protest againgt the fran- 
chise. He stated that the town had no 
right to grant an exclusive franchise; 
that it would not be legal; that his com- 
pany might wish to come into Decatur 
at some time in the future; that it wus 
@ dangerous precedent to establish. 

Asked whether his company would come 
in atonce and duplicate the prices of Mr. 
Martin, Mr. Arkwright said that he could 
give no promises. He explained that his 
company did not want an exclusive fran- 
chise, but simply desired to have an op- 
portunity to come in when the occasion 
seemed ripe. He disavowed any intention 
to antagonize an electric plant, but said 
he merely wished the town to protect jt- 
self fully in the assurance of securing 
competition. 

There were some lively questions askcd 
and answered, but council adjourned 
without taking action. It is now stated 
that a third proposition will be made the 
town, and the chances are that a fierce 
fight along Atlanta’s municipal lines will 
follow. 

What Collier and Brown Say. 

‘Mr. Martin is now in New York,”’ said 
W. R. Collier, “and we acted at his re- 
quest. His position in reference to the 
twenty-year exclusive franchise is this: 
Shculd he secure a franchise that per- 
mitted competition whenever the Geor- 
gia Electric Lizht Company or the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company— 
though the latter is taking no part in 
this—might desire to enter the field work- 
ed up by him, he would be utterly help- 
less. Backed by Boston or Baltimore mil- 
lionaires, either Atlanta company could 
cut the rat» to practically nothing, and} 
in two years or less, Mr. Martin would 
be bankrupt«(l, for his capital and his 
ability to secure more are limited. With 
(Mr. Martin out of the way the rates could 
then be put back to the burdensome 
prices Atlanta is staggering under. 

“If the franchise was for a town like 
Toccoa, for instance, removed from the 
direct sphere of gigantic companies al- 
ready established, Mr. Martin would have 
no reason to ask this exclusive franchise. 

“T know that many citizens of Decatur 
favor the grunting of the franchise. Its 
legal aspects I am not acquainted with; 
that is for the Decatur uncil to pass 
on. However, here is some data that 
siuguld prove interesting. It shows a 
comparison of Mr. Martin's exclusive 
franchise figures per year and the Geor- 
gia Electric Light Company's prices, based 
on their Atlanta city lighting contract.

John Heod Brought to Atlante Last 
Night for Safe Keeping. 


HE CHASED A LITTLE GIRL 


Believed He Intended To Assault 
Child—Hood Denies His Guilt 
* Very Emphatically — Ru- 
mors Are Rife in 
Griffin, 


John Hood, a negro who chased a little 
white girl near Griffin yesterday morn- 
ing, was brought to Atlanta last night 
for safe keeping, a rumor having been 
circulated that if he remained in the 
Griffin jail last night there might proba- 
bly be a lynching. 

Sheriff W. T. Freeman and Deputies J. 
C. Sawtell and P. F. Phelps arrived in 
the city with Hood last night and car- 
ried him to the Tower, where he was 
locked up. : 

Hood has been working for the Kincaid 
mills at Griffin as a coal carrier. Yes- 
terday morning he met Lillie May Hall, 
a little girl 12 years of age, as she was 
on her way to work in the Rushton mills, 
and chased the child for several hundred 
yards. 

The child t6ld about the affair and sald 
she knew the negro. Hood was found 
and arrested. He denied being guilty, 
but the little girl readily identified him. 

To the officers the girl stated that as 
she was walking along the road to the 
mills she met the negro and he passed 
her and then stopped and called to her to 
come to him. She became frightened and 
ran. She says the negro ran after her 
and followed her several hundred yards. 
When he was nearly upon her she began 
to stream and that caused her pursuer 
to stop. 

It was the general opinion that the nee 
gro meant to assault the little girl, and 
when it became known that she haf iden- 
tifled Hood, a report was circulated that 
the jail would be attacked at night and 
Hood taken out and, summarily dealt 
with. 

Sheriff Freeman slipped Hood out of the 
jail and with the two deputies boarded the 
train for Atlanta outside the city Hmits 
of Griffin. 

“There may not have been any inten- 
tion to attack the jail,’”’ said Sheriff Free- 
man to a reporter of The Constitution 
last night, ‘‘but I thought it best to take 
precautionary measures. I communi- 
cated with the governor and he advised 
me to bring the prisoner to Atlanta.” 

When seen at the Tower, Hood said 
that the little girl made a mistake and 
that he was not the negro who ran after 
her.

The a@ty of Philadel- 
phia alone has raised $365,000 in order that 
its industries may be properly presented at 
this great exposition. Not satisfied with the 
state appropriation of $26,000, to have Mary- 
land represented at Buffalo and Charleston, the 
city of Baltimore has ragsed $10,000 addi- 
tional, to be used for a Maryland exhibit at 
Charleston. Other. instances might be cited 
where thousands of dollars have beén raised 
by private subscription, to enable states to 
be ‘represented at this exposition. 

At its last session ‘the legislature of this 
state expressed its interest in having Georgia 
represented at the Buffalo and Charleston ex- 
positions by creating a commission for this 
purpose, and appropriating the sum of $1,000, 
with the idea that enough money would be 
raised by private subscription te display the 
sctate’s material resources in @ manner be- 
fitting the great Empire State of, the South. 
But no funds. were raised. by private subscrip- 
tion, and the commission undertook to make 
a creditable display of the mineral resources 
of Georgia at the Pan-American exposition by

We appeal to you, Georgians, 
to help your commission so to represent our 
state, great in al] natural resources, that you 
will not be ashamed of her exhibit, and Geor- 
gia will not have to hang her head in shame 
in the presence of any sister state.

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COUNCIL SUSTAINS 
MAYOR MIMS’ VETO 


Continued from First Page. 


the mayor regarding the Boulevard ex- 
tension franchise of the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company. Several minutes were 
consumed in reading the paper which had 
been transmitted to council by the mayor. 

Councilman Garrett immediately moved 
to pass the franchise nowithstanding the 
mayor's disapproval. This motion re- 
ceived the second of Councilman Barrett. 
Tlen the discussion began. Councilman 
Kontz was the first speaker. He said 
he cculd not finish his speech in ten min- 
utes, tut he did think he would be able 
to present his argument within half an 
hour. On motion of Councilman Barrett 
the councilman from the sixth ward was 
granted thirty minutes in which to spcak. 

Mr. Kontz then read from a number of 
typewritten sheets. He began by stating 
that he had always voted consistently on 
dll franchise matters; that he had voted 
ageinst the Forrest avenue grant prin- 
cipally because it had been for the long 
term, and had then voted for it because 
he had felt assured that other members 
would be recruited to the twenty-one-) ear 
restriction. 

He referred to the Whitehall] street via- 
duct and declared the structure had al- 
ready cost more than was generally sup- 
posed and might cost the city fully $100,- 
000. He said that consolidation was the 
spirit of the times, and went into this 
subject at length. Mr. Kontz discussed 
the street railway conditions in cities of 
this and other countries. He said the sit- 
uation in Richmond, Va., resembled that 
in Atlanta. In that city, he said, the 
street railwavs were granted franchises 
for about thirty years and were subject 
to a tax on their gross receipts, based on 
the yearly incomes of the companies. He 
stated that this schedule of taxes ran as 
righ as 10 per cent. 

At the end of thirty minutes Mr. Kontz 
asked for an extension of time in which 
to finish his argument, and: the request 
was granted. He spoke, in all, about an 
hour. Councilman Hifl was the next mem- 
ber of the council to have anything to say 
on the subject of the mayor's veto, He 
said he had no desire to enter into a his- 
tory of the railway conditions throughout 
the world, as he said Mr. Kontz had dcne. 
He stated that the vote on the Boulevard 
extension had been 10 to 1, and ire could 
not understand. at this time, why the 
ten should now go over to the one man 
who had voted against it. He said if any 
of those who voted for the grant origi- 
nally should vote against it now, they 
ought to ask thefhselves the question: 

"hat had changed them? Who had 
changed them?’’ 
Hill Compares Vetoes. 

Mr. Hill next had something to say 
about the veto of the Euclid avenue fron- 
chise. He stated that grant was fer the 
long term, but that the paper had been 
vetoed because of an amendment con- 
cerning consolidation and not for the rea- 
son that it was for forty-eight years. He 
declared that the mayor, on the other 
hand, had vetoed the Boulevard fran- 
chise because it was for forty-eight years, 
but had had nothing to say in his mes- 
sage about the amendment regarding con- 
solidation. which was a part of the grant. 

‘Regarding the Euclid avenue matter,’’ 
said he, ‘‘the mayor said that the com- 
pany would not build under that consol- 
idation amendment. Well, the Transit 
company won't build the Boulevard line

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under the twenty-one-year Hmit. You 
ought to vote for the people and not sus- 
tain the message of the city’s chief exec- 
utive. If you want to kill this line vote 
to sustain the veto.’ 

Councilman Minhinnett declared that 
he knew now better than ever the ne- 
cessity for a short term franchise. He 
said the electric lighting franchise had 
been granted to the Power company for 
twenty-one years; that Mr. Hurt had 
said his company could not accept the 
grant with that condition, and yet the 
plant had been. built and would be op- 
erated under a short-term franchise. He 
declared that he would vote his honest 
convictions and hoped ‘that the mayor 
would be sustained. 

Councilman Reed said {t seemed that 
the day of the franchise for a longer 
period than twenty-five years had passed 
forever. He said that Atlanta was the 
only city in America now granting fran- 
chises for long terms. He stated that 
he was willing to vote for the Peters 
street Iine for forty-eight vears if the 
Transit company would build the viaduct 
over the railroad tracks on Peters street. 
He was of the opinion that this would 
be compensation for the city for the 
line. The Boulevard line, he said, would 
parallel another line, and that the peo- 
ple in that section were already served 
to some extent. 

Colonel Reed was one of those who 
originally voted for the Boulevard ex- 
tension, and in answer to a question 
from a reporter for The Constitution as 
to why he had changed his position 
regarding the matter, he sald that when 
the franchise was first up he. voted for it 
under a misapprehension. 

Reed Explains Vote. 

“At that time,” said he, “I understood 
that it was simply a prolongation of the 
Forrest avenue line. I did not under- 
stand that it was to extend out the 
Boulevard any distance. My wife was 
very sick about the time the matter 
was up, and it may be that I did not 
investigate it as thoroughly as I should 
have done under other conditions.” 

Councilman Barrett said that all the 
other speakers had neglected to reach 
the heart of the whole matter, which 
was competition. He said one company 
now had the cream of the streets of 
the city and that the other only wanted 
equal rights with the company which 
had been here so long. He said he hon- 
ored the mayor and respected his views, 
“but,”’ said he, “I think I am entitled 
to opinions of my own. I shall vote for 
competition and against the veto.”’ 

The vote on Councilman Garrett’s mo- 
tion to override the mayor’s veto was 
then taken. Councilman Kontz called for 
the ayes and nays. The vote resulted as 
follows: 

To Sustain the Mayor—Messrs. Minhin- 
nett, Reed, Adams, Glass and Kontz—5. 

Against—Messrs. Barrett, Fincher, Raw- 
son, Lewis, Terry, Garrett, Longino and 
Hill—8. , 

Mayor Pro Tem Johnson announced 
that, as it took a two-thirds vote of 
council to override the Mayor's veto, the 
veto had been sustained. 

When Councilman Lewis’ name was 
called during the vote he arose and de- 
clared that he was not pledged to the, 
twenty-one year Iimit, and could not see: 
the necessity of that letter which had 
been signed by Messrs. Kilpatrick, Terry | 
and Garrett, the representatives of the’ 
fourth ward in council. “I gave Forrest 
avenue that car line,”’ said he, ‘‘and while 
I may differ with some regarding. cer- 
tain matters, I vote for the Boulevard 
extension.” 

While the Boulevard extension matter 
was up for consideration the council 
chamber was crowded with residents of 
the fourth ward, attorneys for both 
street railway companies and citizens 
generally who appeared to be interested 
in the result of council's action regarding 
the mayor's veto. 


DEFEAT WAS NO SURPRISE. 


Fourth Ward Committee Makes 
Statement on Action of 
Council. 


To the Public: The defeat of our fray- 
chise is neither a surprise nor a matter 
which in any way disheartens us. We 


‘shall go on with the fight for competi- 


tive street car service in our ward until 
we get it. This may be a matter of 
days, months or years, but the element 
of time is largely immaterial. Sooner or 
later we will have it.

We desire to state his connection 
with this matter. | 

When the petition for the franchise was 
first filed, read in council and referred 
te the electric and other railway com- 
mittee, of which he is chairman, our 
fourth ward committee called on him at 
his residencé and asked when we would 
be given a hearing. This action was 
taken by us in view of the illness in 
Colonel Reed’s family, which prevented 
him from giving much attention to offi- 
cial business. In reply to our request he 
stated he was in favor of our franchise 
for the term of forty-eight years and 
would go that afternoon to the Office of 
one member of our*committee and ex- 
amine a report which he directed should 
be in the meantime prepared. This paper 
was to be an official report of Colonel 
Reed's committee to council upon the 
franchise. Colonel Reed called at the 
hour indicated by him and inspected the 
proposed report which had in the mean- 
time been drawn. This document as 
drawn put every condition and term 
in the franchise which has ever been put 
upon the Transit company and ran for 
the period of forty-eight years. Colone} 
Reed examined the paper carefully and 
signed it as chairman of his committee 
without changing a word in it. He then 
wrote a letter to the other members of 
his committee in which he stated that 
the paper signed by him represented his 
views upon that franchise. The other 
gentlemen composing his committee did 
not adopt the paper thus signed by Colo- 
nel Reed and after several weeks’ delay 
the committee made two reports to coun- 
cil upon our franchise. Both reported the 
grant for forty-eight years and differed 
only in other respects. The majority re- 
port was signed by Colonel Reed. 

Thus he stood committed by private 
statements, by a writing signed by him 
and by an official report to council to 
the term of forty-eight years as being a 
proper term for the identical franchise 
which he this afternoon so _ bitterly 
fought. 

We ieave you to determine what he 
means by such conduct. 

He has not consistently stood for 
limiting franchises to the term of twenty- 
one years in the past when they were in 
favor of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company. 

When the electric Might franchise was 
before council he voted to give 
that grant to that company $$ for 
one hundred years by voting tor 
the famous ‘hereunder’ amend- 
ment offered by the electric light com- 
mittee. At the time this amendment 
was offered the city attorney gave it as 
his opinion that the amendment, if 
adopted, might confer rights extending 
far beyond iwenty-one years. 

Only a week or so ago he voted against 
a motion in council to limit a franchise 
to the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany on Decatur street for the term of 
twenty-one years. The effect.of this vote 
was to give that grant to that company 
for one hundred years. 

We beg you to consider these facts and 
aid us in the effort to elect men to coun- 
cil next year who will comply with their 
promises and who will give this city com- 
petition and not leave it to the mercy of 
a monopoly in favor of the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company.
